Amnesty warns Israel 

\ Grave concern over crackdown on Arabs 


LONDON; July 1 1, (Kuna): Amnesty International has again expressed grave concern over Israel's illegal 
crackdown on the Palestinians in the occupied territories. 

In its annual report for 1990 published today, the world-wide human rights organisation confirmed that 
about 25.000 Palestinians, including prisoners of conscience, were arrested in connection with the uprising 
in the occupied territories. 

In its section on the West Bank and Gaza, Amnesty also pointed out that over 4.000 Palestinians served 
periods in administrative detention without charge or trial. 


Kuwaiti beats up Polish girl 

THE Polish authorities have reportedly arrested a Kuwaiti citizen 
charged with attempted murder of a Polish girl. 

A local daily, quoting informed sources, said that the Kuwaiti 
citizen, 29. beat up a Polish girl called Jesica. inflicting bruises and 
fractures that required her hospitalisation for medical treatment. 

The daily said that the girUried to implicate the Kuwaiti chapin some 
drug related problems, as she turned out to be a member of a drug ring.

In its review, the group voiced 
serious anxiety over the Israeli policy 
of beating tho usands of Palestinians, 
torturing or ill-treating them in 
detention centres. 

At least eight were reported to 
have died as a result and over 260 
unarmed Palestinian civilians, 
includingchildren. were shot dead by 
Israeli forces. 

Amnesty emphasised that the cir- 
cumstances related to these incidents 
st excessive use of force or 
crate killings." 

Others died in incidents where 
tear-gas was possibly "deliberately 
misused." 

The human rights organisation 
warned Israel that its official inves- 
tigations into abuses appeared 
inadequate, as Palestinians contin- 
ued to protest against the Israeli 
occupation of the West Bank and 
■Gaza. 

The group was also concerned at 
the demolition or sealing up of 200 
homes of Palestinian activists and 
imposing possibly punitive curfews, 
and closing off areas as military 
zones. 

Amnesty reported that the prison- 
ers of conscience held in adminis- 
trative detention include among oth- 
ers: Sami Al Kilani.a'writerand poet 
detained between April and October, 
and Faisal Al Husseioi, a leading 
Palestinian political figure, who was 
released last January 

in its annual survey. Amnesty also 
referred to thousands of Palestinians 
who were triril by military courts in 
the occupied territories. 

Some reportedly received senten- 
ces of up to five years imprisonment 
for stone-throwing and up to nine 
years for throwing petrol bombs. 

The group was also concerned that 
more than 260 unarmed Palestinian 
civilians were shot dead by Israeli 
forces using live ammunition and 
special types of plastic' and other 
bullets last year. 

The organisation issued a new 
appeal for the release of all Palestin- 
ian prisoners of conscience in the 
occupied territories.

"Pakistan strongly condemns 
hostile campaigns against Iraq 
and supports its legitimate right 
against any Israeli aggression," 
Baghdad television quoted her as 
saying at the end of a two-day 
visit. 

It said Benazir, at a meeting 
with President Saddam Hussein- 
yesterday, reiterated “support 
for Iraq's right to acquire tech- 
nology and scientific progress." 

The United Stales criticised 
Saddam for his threat to "burn 
half of Israel" with chemical 
weapons if it attacked an Arab 
state.

KUWAIT, July 11, (Agencies): Prime Minister Benazir Bhntto of Pakistan 
arrived today on the second leg of her current Middle East swing seeking support in 
her conflict with India over the problem of Kas hmir . 

Benazir was received by His Highness Crown Prince and Prime Minister 
Sheikh Saad Al Abdullah Al Sabah and later escorted for an audience with His 
Highness the Amir, Sheikh Jaber Al Ahmed Al Sabah. 

She came from Iraq where she met with President Saddam Hussein and discussed the 
Arab- Israeli conflict along with the Kashmir problem. 

Bui the OIC and individual 
members also have been calling 
for a settlement of the conflict by 
peaceful means, with many on 
good terms with New Delhi as 
well as Islamabad. 

Benazir visited eight Muslim 
nations earlier this year to seek 
their support. This tour will take 
her after Iraq and Kuwait to 
Morocco, Algeria and Bahrain. 

But she has cancelled at least one 
stop to the United Arab Emirates 
because of her tight time. 

She is accompanied by a high- 
ranking delegation, which com- 
prises Foreign Minister Sahib- 
zada Yaqoub Khan and four 
other government ministers. 

Kuwait's Minister of Higher 
Education Dr Ali Abdullah Al 
Shamlan will lead the mission of 
honour that will accompany the 


The trip comes ahead of t he an n ua I meeii n g of t he fo rei gn ministers oft he 45-mcm her 
Organisation of the Islamic Conference, umbrella for the world's estimated l billion 
Muslims of which Kuwait is the current chairman. 

Benazir seeks Islamic bucking to strengthen her hand against India from the con- 
ference which starts July 3 1 in the Egyptian capital of Cairo. 

OIC statements have already condemned the Indian security forces' practices in their 
attempts to quell the rebellion of the inhabitants or Kashmir, who arc predominantly 
Muslim in an otherwise Hindu stale. 


Plot to 
steal 
Manila 
gold 

SYDNEY, July II. (Reuter); Aus- 
tralian police said today they had 
ucovered a plot to steal gold bars 
worth $7.5 billion from the Philippine 
Central Bank during a planned coup 
against the Manila government. 

Philippine government spokesmen 
said they were unaware of the alleged 
plot and Central Bank Governor Jose 
Cnisia said the bank did sot possess 
that much gold. 

“It’s the kind of scenario that 
makes for a good movie," said Manila 
govern men t spokesman Tomas 
Gomez when asked by reporters about 
the Austr alian revelations today. 

Police sources said a former Aus- 
tralian magistrate was behind the plot 
to recruit mercenaries to steal 550 
tonnes of gold bars from the Central 
Bank in Manila during a rebel coup 
supposed to take place on June I. The 
putsch never occurred. 

Three people appeared in court in 
Sydney yesterday on charges related 
to the alleged plot, the sources said. 

A police prosecutor told the coart 
the plotters planned the robbery to 
coincide with a coup to topple Philip- 
pine President Cbrazoa Aquino, the 
sources said. 

“Anything is possible." commented 
Philippine Foreign Secretary Rani 
Manglapusin Manila. “But I Ve never 
heard of this report to rob oor central 
bank." 

“There’s not that modi gold availa- 
ble be coold have stolen," Cuisia said. 
He would check further into the repor- 
ted plot, he said, adding that secraity 
was good around the bank. 

The Philippine Central Bank's gold 
holdings are believed to be less than 
100 tonnes, far below the 550 tomes 
referred to in the police charges. 

The police sources said an Aus- 
tralian businessman involved in the 
plot contacted rebel leaders and 
agreed to pay them gold for their help 
in the bank robbery. 

“He was teBiug people that a cer- 
tain amount (of gold) would have to be 
given to them (the rebels) in return for 
helping them get out," a police said. 

Police told Sydney’s central local 
coart that the former magistrate and 
an Australian businessman had arran- 
ged for mercenaries to sail a ship from 
Cairns, on the Queensland coast, to 
Manila to pick op the gold. 

Boyers for the gold had been found 
in Hong Kong and Etuope. 

Between April 18 and Jane 8 this 
year, former magistrate Murray 
Farqubar and businessman Gerald 
Kron approached two unidentified 
men and proposed to organise the gold 
theft, pohee prosecutor Sergeant Dkk 
Strong told the court. 

Farqubar, Kron and Donald Law- 
ton were charged with conspiring to 
obtain false passport m Australia to be 
teed in the planned theft They denied 
the charges and allegations. 

The three were refused bail. Faroo- 
har will appeal against the refusal of 
bail on Thursday. Kroo was remanded 
until Augnst 14. Lawton, who is 
accused only of involvement in the 
efforts to arrange false passports, will 
reappear in coart oa Jniy 17. 

The three were arrested on Monday 
after returning from the Philippines. 
Neither the police scarce nor Kron 
gave any details about their stay in the 
Philippines or how the plot had been 
discovered. 

Police broke op the attempted sate 
of $10 million worth of heroin and 
killed a deputy army commander and 
two others involved hi the transaction, 
authorities said today .

China and Saudi Arabia near to forging ties 


BEIJING, July II , t Reuter): Chinese Premier U Peng met 
a special envoy from Saudi Arabia today for talks which 
diplomats said could lead to an announcement on establi- 
shing diplomatic ties soon. 

Li and Prince Bandar Bin Sultan, Riyadh's ambassador 
to Washington, "hod a friendly conversation on inter- 
national issues of common concern," the official New 
China News Agency said without further comment. 

Saudi Arabia is the last Arab state to have full 
diplomatic relations with nationalist Taiwan. Diplomats 
said it would have to break with Taipei to forge ties with 
communist Beijing. 

This would be a serious but long-expected blow to 


Taiwan and a diplomatic coup for China, Western 
analysts said. 

One diplomat said China and Saudi Arabia could 
establish relations as early as Scptem her and that a timeta- 
ble would be announced at the end orPrinoe Bandar's visit. 

But another envoy quoted Chinese officials as having 
said recently that the process could take up to two years. 

Saudi Arabia's trade with Taiwan far exceeds its busi- 
ness with China, but diplomats said Riyadh was motivated 
by Islamic concerns to switch formal recognition to China 
where more than 35 milli on people are of the Muslim faith. 

“Saudi Arabia sees itself as a protector of Muslims in 
China," one Western diplomat commented. 


Gulf five agree 
to stick to quota 

Iraq ready to co-operate with Iran 

JEDDAH, July 1 1, (Agencies): Oil ministers of Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, United Arab Emirates, Iraq 
and Qatar agreed to give priority to boosting oil prices back to its $18-level. 

The ministers, in a statement issued here last night after their one-day meeting, called on all 
Opec member states to immediately adhere to the Opec prices and to preserve the production 
ceiling agreed upon in November 1 989 until the prices reach acceptable levels. 

After reaching acceptable levels, the statement added, a balance will be made between the production 
ceiling and the minimum price of the Opec benchmark price according to the increase of demand on Opec's 
oil. 


An official statement carried by 
the Saudi Press Agency said the five 
Gulf Opec producers would not press 
for higher quotas at the scheduled 
meeting in Geneva on July 25 “unless 
prices warranted it.** 

Opec has agreed on a maximum 
production of 22.086 million barrels 
during the first half of 1990 at the 
organisation's meeting in November 
1 989. Some members had expressed 
reservations over their quotas. 

The ministers also recommended 
thn 1 1 he next Opec m tnisterial cou nri I 
meeting should not lift the current 
production ceiling unless Opec's 13 
member states agreed on such a 
measure. 

The statement said the ministers 
would soon deride on how to return 
the UAE to the quota system. 

The statement noted that it is 
hoped that this issue will be finalised 
within the next few days. 

“The ministers stressed the impor- 
tance of strict, actual and immediate 
adherence to production quotas by 
all Opec member states, retaining the 
ceiling derided last November until 
prices rise to acceptable levels," it 
said. 

Opec's official ceiling is 22.086 
million barrels a day but actual 
production is estimated by the 
market at around 23 .2 million barrels 
because of above-quota pumping by 
several members, especially the 
UAE. 

In May, Opec agreed to cut actual 
production or some 23.5 million 
barrels a day — 1.5 million barrels 
above the official limit — but the 
effect as often was all but zero with 
cheating continuing as always. 

The UAE has lately been demand- 
ing its quota be doubled from I to 2 
million barrels a day while Kuwait 
wants to go up from 1 .5 to around 2 
million barrels a day! 

According to the Jeddah commun- 
ique released in Kuwait, such 
demands will be shelved — at least 
for the time bring — if everyone else 
agrees to retain and respect the 
overall existing Opec ceiling.

Haj disaster 

There was no 
power failure 
in the tunnel 

NICOSIA, July 1 1, (Reuter): Saudi 
Arabia today denied what it called 
unfounded claims about the causes 
of last week's Haj tunnel disaster, in 
which over 1 ,400 people died. 

The Saudi Press Agency quoted an 
Interior Ministry spokesman as say- 
ing "Contrary to all these claims and 
unfounded fa brica tions there was no 
powerfailurein the tunnel and accor- 
dingly no stoppage of ventilation sys- 
tems." 

He denied “erroneous reports and 
interpretations'* by some Arab, 
Muslim and Western media about 
any car accidents at the entrance or 
exit of the 600-metre-long (1,970- 
footl tunnel near Makkah. 

“There was also no rioting among 
pilgrims, necessitating closing the 
pedestrian tunnel or opening fire on 
them by police, as claimed by 
Tehran’s media," he said. 

Fourteen Yemenis died in last 
week’s Haj tunnel disaster. Religious 
Guidance Minister M uhsin AJ Ulufi 
said in remarks'published in Sanaa. 

He told the October 14 newspaper 
that earlier reports that all Yemeni 
pilgrims were safe proved to be 
wrong.

Free all hostages, 
calls Hezbollah 


BEIRUT. July II, (Agencies): The 
pro-Iranian Hezbollah, whose sup- 
porters are believed to hold most 
Western hostages in Lebanon, called 
today for the release ofall ! 5 Western 
captives. 

Mohammed Yezbek, a senior 
cleric speaking Tor Hezbollah, told 
reporters in the east Lebanon town of 
Baalbek: 

“We ask everyone to release the 
hostages and all the detainees. We a re 
against these opera lions and with the 
freedom or the people." 

The call by Hezbollah, which den- 
ies hostage-taking, followed a week- 
end report by the Iranian news 
agency Ima which said a European 
hostage would be released soon. 

Yazbik also charged today the 
United States was not serious about 
negotiating the release of the six 
Americans and 10 Europeans still 
held in Lebanon. 


“America is not serious regarding 
the release ofhostages and it is push- 
ing Israel to hit us not only beca use of 
the hostages but also to uproot the 
Islamic resistance," he said. 

Hopes of an imminent hostage 
release were further boosted by pro- 
Iranian political sources who told 
Reuters that despite o four-day 
silence by the kidnappers a hostage 
would be freed. 

Irish teacher Brian Keenan is 
thought likely to be released and 
Ireland's non-resident Ambassador 
Declan Connolly has flown to 
Damascus to prepare the ground. 

“There will definitely be a hostage 
release. ..it is 100 per cent sure " 

"A man who was held for months 
can wait Tor few more days." he said. 
Keenan has been held since April 11, 
1986.

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Kashmiri leader says peace chances fading 


Monsoon rains, high-level talks cool immediate fears of Indo-Pak war 


LONDON. July 1 1. (Reuter): The president-desig- 
nate of Pakistani-controlled Azad (free) Kashmir 
said yesterday chances for peace in the Indian-ruled 
pan of the territory were r unning ouL 

“1 might be last in the row who still believes in 
peacefu (means,” Sultan Mahmood Chaudhry told 
a London news conference. “But the desperate and 
frustrated you ths or Kashmir are now believing that 
we have to go for other options.” 

At least 700 people have been killed during the 
Muslim revolt that began six months ago. fuelling 
fears of a fourth war between India and Pakistan, 
which controls one-third of Kashmir. 

Chaudhry, who met Foreign OfTice officials and 
politicians ’ in London, called on Britain arid 
European nations to “come forward and support ■ 
the people of Kashmir ... on humanitarian 


grounds.” 

Britain maintains a neutral position in the 43- 
year-old dispute over the divided territory, saying it 
would be willing to help negotiate a solution only if 
both India and Pakistan called on it to intervene. 

Chaudhry ’s party is a partner in a coalition which' 
took power in Azad Kashmir last month and he is its 
candidate to be the next president of the territory. 

His comments coincided with the start of a five- 
day trip by Pakistani Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto 
to Iraq. Kuwait, Morocco, Algeria and Bahrain to 
drum up support for Pakistan in its dispute with 
India over Kashmir. 

Her trip follows an Indian decision, announced 
on Thursday, to give its security forces in Kashmir 
sweeping new powers to shoot to kill and to demol- 
ish buildings used by militants seeking indepen- 


dence or union with Pakistan. . 

“The situation in occupied Kashmir has 
deteriorated.” Chaudhry saia “More laws, black 
laws, have been imposed to oppress the people.” 

He said he hoped confidence-building talks bet- 
ween top Indian and Pakistani Foreign Ministry 
officials scheduled in Islamabad on July 18-19 
would lead to a solution. 

“But I want to make a point here that nothing less 
than right ofself-determination will be acceptable to 
the people of Kashmir." Chaudhry said. 

Pakistan plans to discuss Kashmir at an Islamic 
foreign ministers' conference in Cairo later this 
month and Chaudhry said it should also consider 
taking its case to the United Nations. 

‘They are inn better position to do so because 


there will be a lot of countries who will be giving 
them support,” he said. 

Monsoon rains and the promise of high-level 
talks have cooled immediate fears that India and 
Pakistan will go to war over a Muslim revolt in the 
Indian part Kashmir, diplomats said today. 

But they said India's recent decision to give troops 
and police new powers to fight Kashmiri militants 
made it more likely the situation would heal up 
again once the rains stop. 

“No-one wants to fight in this weather. But we 
may see tensions rising again, perhaps in Septem- 
ber,” said one diplomat stationed in Islamabad. 

- This year's monsoon, which meteorologists say is 
heavier than usual, has drenched the plains between 
India and Pakistan over the past two weeks.

Iraq, meanwhile, said that it was 
prepared to co-operate with former 
Gulf war enemy Iran in pushing the 
price up to 525 a barrel. 

“This can be achieved through 
adhering to decreed quotas and 
avoiding violations and gluts until 
prices eventually reach $30a barrel.” 
it said. 

Iraqi Oil Minister Issam Abdul 
Rabim AI Chalabi said today an 
a gre ement reached in Jeddah was a 
“positive and important step to 
correct oil prices." 

Chalabi was quoted by the official 
news agency INA as saying on his 
return from Jeddah:

WASHINGTON, July 11, 
(Reuter): More dun three per emit 
of US transport workers in such 
key jobs as bus driver and airline 
pDot tested positive for past or 
present illegal drug use, a major 
laboratory reported yesterday. 

If projected across the US work- 
force, this would mean that more 
than 120,000 transport workers in 
safety-sensitive jobs have abased 
or are now abasing drugs. 

In tests of 65,000 workers, 3.1 
per cent tested positive for use of 
one or more of five drugs inducting 
marijuana, cocaine, amphetamines 
and opiates, said officials of Bee- 
cfaam Clinical Laboratories, the 
largest US drag-testing firm. 

The tests were conducted at the 
request of the LIS Department of 
Transportation (DOT) in a 
programme intended to improve 
the safety of US airlines, railways 
and bases. 

But a DOT spokesman said the 
results probably overstated the 
extent of Hlegal drag use among 
transport workers. 

Spokesman Hal Parris told 
Reuters a similar programme run 
by (be department to screen Sts own 
workers for drug use found that 
many positive results were due to 
legitimate use of prescription 
drugs.

Barry smoked opium 

I had warned the mayor, says witness 

WASHINGTON, July 11, (AP): Resiauratuer Hassan Mohammadi said yesterday that he repeatedly 
smoked opium with Washington Mayor Marion Barry but warned Barry he should "slow down” and be 
cautious in his drug use. 

Appearing for a second day at Barry's drug and pequiy trial, Mohammadi also testified that the mayor 
snorted cocaine several times in his own home. He said Barry started snorting cocaine on boats after the 
mayor's hotel room visits became the focus of a police drug probe in December 1988. 

Barry’s lawyers depicted Mohammadi in cross-examination as willing to say anything to avoid being 
deported to his native Iran. Mohammadi admitted that he has been placed on a "blacklist" by the current 
government in Iran because he had worked for the Iranian government before the Shah was overthrown. 

“1 was a true friend for Mr Mayor.' Mohammadi 
told the court. 

He said he warned Barry, "you just have to slow 
down and you have to know who you are dealing 
with." at the time that police were investigating 
Barry's visits to the room of Charles Lewis at a 
Washington hotel. 

Lewis later pleaded guilty to charges of dealing 
cocaine. 

“I would tell him. ‘Mr Mayor, enough is 
. enough V* said Mohammadi. 

"He said he is not going to go to any more hotels." 
Mohammadi said Barry told him. 

While the criminal investigation was going on. 
Barry had Mohammadi start meeting him on boats. 

Barry and a female companion snorted cocaine in 
February 1989 aboard a pleasure boat moored at a 
marina, said Mohammadi. Later, in the summer. 
Barry had Mohammadi again meet him on a boat, 
where the mayor used cocainein the bathroom, said 
the restaurateur. 

Mohammadi has testified that he furnished drugs 
to Barry at least 30 times and that the mayor never 
Barrv floes to funpral paid for them.

slight pneumonia 

Low-key ceremony at Nairobi airport 


NAIROBI, Kenya, July 1 1, (AP): Nelson Mandela, reportedly suffer- 
ing from pneumonia, arrived today looking unwell and was whisked 
Into the city after a low-key arrival ceremony at the airport 

The 71-year-old deputy president of the African National Congress 
was diagnosed today as suffering from a slight case of pneumonia, 
according to the Star newspaper in Johannesburg. 

One hospital and one diplomatic source said Mandela was admitted 
to Nairobi hospital within hours of arriving from Addis Ababa, 
Ethiopia, but that could not immediately be confirmed. Both sources 

developed into pneumonia. 

The paper quoted aides as say- 
ing thepneumonia was slightand 
there was no cause for alarm, but 
that he would seek treatment in 
Nairobi. 

Concerns about Mandela's 
health have arisen several times 
during a tour that began in North 
America, took him to Europe 
and is winding up in Africa. 

Mandela was hospitalised in 
June and had a benign cyst 
removed from his bladder. Doc- 
tors have expressed concern 
about his heart, and he under- 
goes regular medical checks. He 
also suffered from tuberculosis 
in 1988. 

Mandela generally has been 
reluctant to draw back from a 
punishing schedule of political 
talks and foreign tours since his 
release from prison in February. 

Mandela was jailed for 27 
years for opposing South 
Africa’s white-lea government. 

After Kenya, he was due to 
stop in Mozambique before 
returning to South Africa in time 
for his 72nd birthday July 1 8. 

Mandela arrived from Addis 
Ababa nearly three hours late, 
forcing Moi to make two trips to 
the airport. 

There were no welcoming 
speeches. Mandela wore a black 
overcoat and fumbled as he took 
it off. 

Kenyan officials declined to 
discuss Mandela's health, but 
Beth uel Kiplagat, the permanent 
secretary in the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, said no 
activities were planned for Man- 
dela today. Kiplagat also would 
not^yh^longMandelawquUL 
remain in Kenya. 

The government had announ- 
ced .earlier that Mandela waukL 
visit Kenya for two days begin- 
ning Thursday.

77, has fought his way back from the dark days 
of 1974, wheh be was shunned by political friend and foe 
alike. 

The library’s grand opening, in the company of Bush 
and former presidents Ronald Reagan and Gerald Ford, is 
seen by some as recognition that his battle has been won.

The shaggy-haired Gianni de Micbdis last 
week took on a burden he will rid himself of 
only shortly after his 50th- birthday in 
November — Italy's turn at the helm of the 
European Economic Community (EEC) 
presidency. 

Despite his formidable girth, the unmarried 
De Michelis thinks nothing of hitting the 
dance floor surrounded by women half his 
age. Press photographers have a field day. 

A former chemistry professor with big 
owlish glasses, he has long been a fervent 
advocate of dancing as a remedy for stress. A 
guidebook to Italy's top 250 nightclubs that 
be wrote two years ago has done a brisk trade. 


“1 have great fun dancing in discos. 1 think 
it's very useful not only from the physical 
point of view, but also mentally," he told 
reporters. 

"Some politicians go jogging, others like 
golf. I like discotheques. That's all there is to 
it," added De Michelis, who also heads Italy's 
basketball federation. 

A socialist, De Michelis' approach to the 
higher calling of matters of state is no less 
inhibited. 

On his first trip abroad after being 
appointed foreign minister in July last year, be 
broke community ranks to attend 
independence celebrations in Libya, only to be 
snubbed by Colonel Muammar Khaddafi who 
did not receive him. 

Last Christmas saw De Michelis in 
Vietnam, the first EEC minister to visit Hanoi 


in six years. During the trip Italy became the 
first EEC country to resume aid to Vietnam 
since it was isolated by the West for invading 
Cambodia in 1978. 

A Venice deputy since 1976. De Michelis 
will need all ihe diplomatic skills his fabled 
dty was once respected for during his six 
months as president of the EEC council of 
ministers. 

But he has thrown himself heart and soul 
into his new responsibilities — the biggest 
international challenge of a career during 
which he has headed the state participation 
and labour ministries as well as serving as 
deputy premier. 

De Michelis also needs success to erase a 
dap in the face delivered Iasi month by his 
own Prime Minister Giulio Aodrcotti over the 


hosting of Expo 2000. 

Andreotti bowed to pressure from Venice- 
1 overs around the world and at the last minute 
withdrew the Italian bid. tirelessly 
spearheaded by De Michelis. for the fragile 
city to host the world fair. 

De Michelis' struggle to win back political 
credibility comes during a testing period lor 
the EEC- Launching Italy's presidency. EEC 
Commission President Jacques Odors said it 
would be one or the 1 2-nation bloc's busiest 
six months yet. 

De Michelis wants to engineer "a 
qualitative leap from Eurpsclerovis lo 
Europhoria" and haul the twelve closer to 
Italy's long-declared objective of a radical.

WASHINGTON, July 1 1, (UPI): An astronomer who cracked a computer spy 
ring warned that computer security remains riddled with gaps and if the United 
Slates does not act now to develop standard safeguards it could lose out in the 
world market. 

Appearing at a congressional hearing yesterday, Clifford Stoll, who tracked 
down the Goman hackers who stole US military information by breaking into 
computer network era, said he think* Americans may be trailing other nations 
when it comes to developing practical ways of protecting computer i □ formation 
from such intrusion.

Hubble mirror 
left unchecked 
before launch 

WASHINGTON. July 11, (AP): 
An unsuccessful bidder for the 
manufacture of tbe Hubble space 
telescope mirrors proposed a test 
that might have detected any 
focusing flaw, a space agency 
official said. 

But the National Aeronautics 
and Space Agency instead chose 
a company that did not include 
testing in its proposal, said James 
R. Thompson Jr, deputy admin- 
istrator ofNasa. 

The mirrors are suspects in the 
focusing flaw that has handicap- 
ped Hubble. Experts are working 
to determine which mirror was 
made wrong in order to correct 
optics on replacement ins- 
truments that will be installed in 
the future. - 

Thompson told a Senate hear- 
ing yesterday that Eastman 
Kodak Co. had included "final 
assembly testing" of tbe teles- 
cope's optics system when it bid 
on the project in 1977. 

Nasa officials gave the opitcal 
systems contract to Perkin- 
Elmer Coro., now called Hughes 
Danbury Optical Systems Inc., 
which did not offer the testing. 
Tbe space agency never ordered 
die tests on the grounds they 
were too expensive. 

Thompson did not say why 
Perkin- Elmer was selected for 
the contract. 


single, large computer shared by 
dozens of users — a situation com- 
mon 10 years ago. but now being 
supplanted by thousands of small, 
table-top computers hooked up to 
giant networks, Stoll said. Protection 
for such modern network systems "is 
developing at a snail's pace, if at all.’' 
be said. 

Stoll told the House Science. Space 
and Technology Subcommittee that 
England, France, Germany and the 
Netherlands ha ve already hammered 
out a tentative set of standards for 
computer security. Those guidelines 
appear to “pull in opposite direc- 
tions” of ideas being mulled over m 
tbe United States, and if the differen- 
ces are not ironed out “eventually we 
may not be able to sell computers in 
those countries," he said. 

“It would be a wise idea lo do it (set 
standards) here now so that we ... 
could set an example for others," said 
Stoll, who chronicled his pursuit of 
the German hackers in a 1989 book 
entitled “Tbe Cuckoo's Egg." 

Representative Robert Toricdli, a 
New Jersey Democrat, chairman of 
the subcommittee, agreed, noting 
that past US failures to adopt world- 
wide - Standards' for' electrical 'goods 
and railroads produced situations in 
which “we find ourselves only able to 
market goods todurseJves.” 

Toricelli said hewas disturbed by a 
recent General Accounting Office 
report, which found that as of Jan- 
uary, federal agencies had implemen- 
ted only one-third of 1 45 computer 
safeguards deemed necessary by the 
Computer Security Act of 1987. 

“Terrorists shot down the Federal 
Aviation Administration's Air Traf- 
fic System in a new summer movie 
called 'Die Harder.’ While most of 
the movie is far-fetched, that basic 
premise is not. It could happen, and 
we have done very little to prevent 
ft," said Toricdli, whose committee 
watched short excerpts of the violent 
film starring Bruce Willis. 

But Stoll said, “I don’t see terrorist 
organisations taking over computer 
systems as a threat lo national 
security." 

James MacRae Jr of the White 
House Office of Management and 
Budget criticised federal agencies’ 
failure to quickly achieve the goals of 
the Computer Security Act. 

OMB has found “pockets of 
ignorance” about computer security 
in all agencies. MacRae said, adding 
that his stafT plans to visit top agency 
managers and check their computer 
protection strategies. 

If progress is not seen soon, OMB 
may take stronger action. "We have 
the ohimale weapon ... that is to de- 
fund some of tbe (computer) systems 
whose security plans are not 
adequate," MacRae said. 

Stoll emphasised the need to 
design security systems so they can be 
easily used by an average worker, like 
a secretary who uses a computer 
several hours a day. So far, most of 
tbe security plans "seem to be very | 
technical, very obscure, very hard to , 
apply," be said. 

Asteroid passes 
closer to earth 

PASADENA, California, July 11, 
(AP): An asteroid sped past earth at a 
comparatively tiny distance of 3 
million miles (4.8 million kms) Tues- 
day, scientists said. 

Tbe asteroid, estimated at 300 feet 
(90 metres) to 1 ,000 feet (300 metres) 
in diameter, made one of tbe closest 
crossing* of earth orbit observed in 
50 years, the jet propulsion 
laboratory said. 

The rocky object, dubbed 1990 
MF, was located on June 26 by JPL 
planetary scientist Eleanor Helm at 
Palomar observatory. 

Helin heads tbe Palomar planet- 
crossing asteroid survey, a project to 
systematically search for asteroids 
crossing near earth.

More US 
women 
dying of 
Aids: study 

CHICAGO, July 1 1, (AP): Aids 
probably will be the fifth leading 
cause of death among women of 
childbearing age in the United 
States by 1991, scientists say. 

Aids has already become the 
leading killer of young black 
women in the states of New York 
and New Jersey, according to 
researchers at the federal Centres 
for Disease Control. 

Infants 

Also, because women who' 
have the virus are the major 
source of infection for infants, 
the trend may have disastrous 
consequences for thousands of 
children, researchers added. 

“As tbe number of pediatric 
cases increases tbe medical and 
social costs will be staggering," 
the researchers said in today's 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 

Statistics 

Among US women ages 15 to 
44, deaths from Aids soared from 
18 in 1980 to 1,430 in 1988, the 
most recent year for which statis- 
tics are available, the researchers 
said. 

The death rate quadrupled 
between 1985 and 1988, when 
Aids deaths represented 3 per 
cent of all mortality for women in 
that age group, the researchers 
said. 

Among black women ages 1 5 
to 44, Aids was the leading cause 
of death in New York and New 
Jersey, said lead author Susan Y. 
Cbu, a federal epidemiologist 

Drugs 

“That to me is remarkable, 
because it exceeds the rates of 
heart disease and cancer, as well 
as accidents," she said in a tele- 
phone interview from Atlanta. 

Three-quarters of women with 
Aids- virus infections get them 
from using intravenous drugs or 
having sex with intravenous drug 
users. Ms Chu said. Since it 
typically takes 10 years after 
infection for Aids to develop, 
current statistics represent infec- 
tions from years ago, she said. 


Drug dealers 
make it big 


No worry except law 


WASHINGTON. July 1 1 . ( AP): 
Dressed in expensive gold 
jewellery and casual designer 
clothing, a man being arraigned 
on drug possession charges says 
be made up to 590,000 over three 
years in Washington’s illegal 
narcotics trade. 

“I work for somebody, but i 
don't have anybody standing 
over me. I just have to give the 
people what they wan t, lake their 
money, make sure it gets back, to 
where it belongs and get my cut," 
he said Tuesday. He identified 
himself only as Archie, a 21 -year- 
old resident of the nation's 
capital. 

Archie said he made “between 
575,000 to 90,000 over three 
years.” 

The lure of making large sums 
of money in a short period of time 
is the main reason why many 
poor, black urban males in the 
nation’s capital participate in the 
underground drug trade, accord- 
ing to a study released by the 
Rand Corp. on Tuesday. 

The report said the average 


street-level operative is a poor, 
urban black male who makes a 
median income of 524,000 
annually from narcotics sales. 

Archie, who is black and who 
lives in a poorer section of 
Washington, fits the statistical 
profile. He said he viewed the 
charges facing him in DC 
superior court as pan of the cost 
of plying his illegal trade. 

"1 don't have no supervisor. I 
don't have no overhead and I 
don’t have no hassles. Tbe only 
thing I got to worry about is 
being picked up by the law," be 
said. 

Rand found that dealers at 
least two days a week face a 22 
per cent chance of going to 
prison, a 7 per cent chance of 
severe injury and a 1.4 per cent 
chance of being killed — a 
fatality rate 100 times that of the 
general work force. 

Rand estimated that in 1987, 
an estimated 24,000 district 
residents were selling drugs on 
the street.

Two walked with canes; one 
was inebriated; one was a homeless man sleeping on 
Central Park bench. Three victims survived the 
attacks; a fourth died. 

He has promised in letters to police, the New Y one 
Post and CBS to kill 12 people, one for each sign of 
the Zodiac. His four victims, all men, have been a 

Scorpio, a Gemini, a Taurus and a Cancer. _ _ ^ 

The gunman scrawled the symbols for his victims 
astrological signs on each of the letters he mailed 
after Lhe attacks. 


Increased police patrols were scheduled city-wide 
to try to stop the gunman from stalking his fifth 
victim. 

“We feel that there is some significance with 
tomorrow night and the police department will be 
taking precautions and certain measure, " said chief 
of detectives Joseph Borrelli. 

The astrological pattern of the shootings has 
police searching through books on astrology and 
demonology. Authorities also have consulted in tbe 
occult. 

The homeless man, 30-years-old Lany Parham, 


who was the most recent victim, recalled telling a 
stranger his birth date two days before he was shot 
June 21, Borrelli said. 

The other two surviving victims couldn't recall 
being asked their birthdays by strangers. 

Police said the gunman may have gotten access to 
the birthdays any place where applications are filled 
out, such as bank tellers’ windows or government 
offices. Borrelli also raised the possibility the gun- 
man might have gotten information from census 
lakers.

Tokyo gangsters 
kill wrong man 


TOKYO. July 11, (AP): Japan’s largest under- 
world organisation has offered more than 
$67,000 US to the relatives of a man apparently 
killed by mistake in a gangland war, one of the 
syndicate’s lawyers said today. 

Two men opened fire June 20 on an apartment 
in Osaka, western Japan, where a leader of the 
Hadani gang, a rival of the Yamaguchi-Gumi 
band, had lived until just two weeks earlier. 

The gunfire killed Akira Yamashita, a 66-year- 
old telephone company employee, who had 
moved into the apartment with his wife. 

It was the second death attributed to the 
Yamaguchi-Gumi's battle with the Hadani gang, 
which began when a Hadani gunman allegedly 
killed a Yamaguchi-Gumi member on June 28 in 
the western Japan city of Fukuoka. 

Police believe the shooting was to avenge a 
“turf violation.” 

Both gangs are based in the Osaka area. Police 
say the Yamaguchi-Gumi has 22,000 members in 
about 800 off liated gangs across the country, and 
the Hadani gang has an estimated 220 me m b ers .

Ramos says in speech to Filipino bar association 


MANILA, JuJy 11, (Reuter): Human 


rights concerns must not weaken the 
Philippine military’s three-front war 
against rebels. Defence Secretary Fidel 
Ramos said today. 

He said the Philippines was fighting 
communist guerillas, Muslim separatists 
in the south of the country and rightwing 
army rebels who attempted to oust 
Preaden t Corazon Aquino last December. 

“So-called violations of human rights, 
when they in facl occur, are uot condoned 
by the government, particularly the depar- 


tment of national defence and the armed 
forces,” Ramos said in a speech to the 
Philippine Bar Association. 


“But concern over these rights must not 
soften our resolve to defeat the threats 
before us,” Ramos declared. 


“One of the commonest tactics of the 
left today is to cry human rights evety time 
the state moves to arrest or mounts an 
operation against the rebels and their 
apparatus of intimidation,” be added. 

In a report released today, the London- 


based human rights group Amnesty Inter- 
national said more than 200 people in the 
Philippines, including human rights activ- 
ists and church workers were killed by 
government forces or government-backed 
forces last year, and at least 40 people 
disappeared. 


Bayan, a leftist group of Philippine 
students and workers, said in a statement 
today the human rights record of Aquino's 
government was "abysmal at best, in spite 
of her campaign promises and subsequent 


public rhetoric." 

It aliened rhcrc were daily eases or peo- 
ple detained illegally, tortured, killed or 
disappearing. 

Ramos slid the military w as determined 
to uphold democracy in the Philippines. 

“The public must understand,'’ he 
declared, “that there is a fundamental dif- 
ference between the government forces 
which arc lighting lo preserve stability and 
the rule of law. and the rebel and terrorist 
forces which stand for disruption and I he 
rule of fear."

HK votes laws 
favouring gays 


No punishment 


HONG KONG, July U,(AP): A 
proposal to scrap Draconian 
anLi-homosexual laws in an 
effort to strengthen human rights 
protection before communist 
China takes over in 1997 won 
broad support from lawmakers 
today. 

The legislative council voted 
31-13 to endorse the adminis- 
tration’splans to decriminalise 
homosexual acts committed in 
private between consenting 
adults. Under current law, such 
activity can be punished by up to 


life in prison. 

Although such sexual activity 


was decriminalized in England 
23 years ago, similar action has 
yet to be* taken m this British 
colony because its predominan- 
tly Chinese population is more 
conservative and less tolerant of 
homosexuality. 

A public opinion poll publi- 
shed today by the English-lan- 
guage South China Morning 
Post indicated sentiment against 
homosexuality remains strong. 

Half of the 623 respondents 
said male homosexual acts in 
private should be a punishable 
offense. Thirty-seven per cent 
favoured decriminalisation and 
the rest had no opinion. No mar- 
gin of error was given. 


“The majority of people in 
Hong Kong consider homosex- 
uality as repugnant, immoral 
and inherently abnormal.” Hui 
Yin-Fat, who represents social 
welfare workers in the Leg- 
islative Council, wrote in the 
same newspaper Sunday. “Why 
then should the government 
swim against the tide of public 
sentiment and legalise homosex- 
uality?” 

Chief Secretary David Ford, 
who presented the administra- 
tion’s case for discriminalisation, 
noted that anti-homosexual laws 
rarely have been enforced in 
recent years even though they 
have been on the books since the 
19th century. 

“The community has no real 
wish for authorities to seek out 
and prosecute homosexual males 
who behave decently in public,” 

Ford said. 

He added that existing anti- 
homosexual laws would be open 
to challenge under a bill of rights 
being drafted by the government 

Calls for the bill of rights for 
Hong Kong, which reverts to 
Chinese sovereignty in seven 
years, followed the brutal sup- 
pression of the pro-democracy 
movement in Beijing last year by 
the People's Liberation Army.

The two countries seeking fur- 
ther postponement were under- 
stood to be Malaysia and Viet- 
nam, which felt more top-level 
consultations were needed 
before a full international gath- 
ering. 


The US Ambassador lo Sierra 
Leone, Johnny Young, confir- 
med the delay in the arrival of the 
National Patriotic Front of 
Liberia delegates, who had been 
expected in Freetown since 
Friday. 

"They're not going to be here 
today but they will be here 
tomorrow.” Young said yester- 
day after a meeting with the chief 
mediator or the talks. Abbas 
Bundu, executive secretary of the 
Economic Community of West 
. African Slates (ECOWAS). 

Young said that the rebel 
delegation, reported lo be con- 
cerned about security, would be 
travelling by sea. 

The United States, the chief 
power broker in Liberia which 
was founded in 1847 by freed 
American slaves, continued to 
play a “facilitator” role in the 
peace talks and was not a direct 
participant. Young said. 

Taylor said in the radio 
interview: “We are not there lo 
negotiate anything. We were 
uivited by ECOWAS and we are 
going to listen to what thev have 
to say.” 

Taylor, speaking over a field 
telephone from an undisclosed 
location which he said was near 
Monrovia, said there was no 
ceasefire and his forces were 
preparing their assault on the 
capital.

Trading in American ‘MIA’ remains big business in Cambodia 


PHNOM PENH,* July 11, (Reuter): The smiling 
young man threaded his way between tables in a 
noisy restaurant in Phnom Penh and approached 
the only Westerner present. 

"I must talk to you,” he said in careful English 
over the charter at the crowded table. He politely 
declined to sit down to join in a meal but finally 
accepted a glass ofherbal wine. Then he repeated his 
request and added in a lowered voice: “But we 
cannot talk here. It is top secret.” 

1 n a country at war and rife with political unrest, it 
was hand to know what to expecL But the young 
man's mystery was noL so unusual — his business 
was selling human bones. 

"The fastest growing business in Cambodia is not 
gold and is not diamonds,” said a European 


diplomat here. “It is the trade in remains of 
American servicemen missing since the Vietnam 
war." 

He may have been exaggerating, but residents say 
that as Washington show signs of relenting in its 
refusal to deal with Phnom Penh on the issue, the 
morbid trade is blossoming. 

The USgovemmenl lists 83 Americans as Missing 
in Action (Ml A) in Cambodia — a small number 
compared with more than 1 .500 in Vietnam and 500 
in Laos. 

Many of those unaccounted for are fliers whose 
planes were on missions over Vietnam and crashed 
before they could return to bases in Thailand and 
Laos. US ground forces also briefly invaded Cam- 
bodia in May, 1970. 


Cambodiaannounced on June24 tbecreationofa 
high-ranking commission' to seek the remains of 
American servicemen. Officials say they already 
ha ve 34 sets of “dogtags” — identity discs — and a 
number of remains they would like US experts to 
examine. 

The man with a secret got down to business at a 
rendezvous the next day. “We have the identifica- 
tion tags, the card, the gun, and the bones of an 
American pijot ... can you take a piece of the bones 
to the committee and find out about the money?” 


The money he asked abouL is the reward widely 
imohred Lo be on offer in IndoCfaina for the return 


rumohred Lo be on offer in IndoCfaina for the return 
of remains of American soldiers. The existence of a 
“committee” handing out the cash is' another 
popular myth. 


The rumour appears to have started after US war 
veterans in the late 1 980s threw notes m the Mekong 
River in Thailand and released balloons across the 
Laos border carrying messages offering rewards for 
tiie return of a live US Prisoner of War. 

The rumour is widely enough believed to 
encourage a lucrative trade in purported American 
remains, and US military identification tags and 
cards, genuine or otherwise. 

Some Cambodians leaving by boat to seek a new 
life in the West have taken along bones they hope to 
sell as US remains. 

An Australian relief official in Phnom Penh said: 
"People turn up at the door of relief agencies and 
say. 'here are some remains and where are our 
dollars’?” 


Hong Kong alone holds 
55,000 Vietnamese, most of 
whom are considered economic 
migrants rather than genuine 
political refugees. 

As such they are unlikely to 
cjuahly for resettlement and Brit- 
ish authorities are pressing for 
their forced repatriation, a move 
officially opposed by Vietnam 
and the United States.

DONETSK. USSR, July 11, (API: 
Thousands of miners went on strike in the 
Soviet Union's coal fields today in a -4-hour 
walkout aimed at crushing Communist Party 
power and forcing the government to quit. 

Miners in western Siberia, the Ukraine's 
Don Basin and the Soviet far north struck 
despite appeals from Soviet leaders. They 
were a reminder of a long and bitter strike in 
the mines a year ago and foreshadowed the 
expected formation next month of an 
independent trade union. 

Strike committee officials said miners 
walked off their jobs in a bout 200 shafts in the 
Donetsk Basin of the eastern Ukraine, the 
Kuznets basin of western Siberia, and the 
Vorkuta area of the far north. 

Strike organisers claimed that about 
300.000 miners would halt work in western 
Siberia alone. But organisers in the coal bas- 
isn could not provide any firm figures on the 
number of miners who actually participated. 

Among their demands were the resignation 
of the Soviet government, and the removal of 
Communist Party cells from enterprises and 


mines, the KGB. the army and the police. 
They also want the party’s property to be 
nationalised. 

Several thousand people gathered in the 
hot sun in front of Communist Party and 
government headquarters in Donetsk to voice 
their grievances. 

They were angry. 

“From 10 years old,! was against the party, 
but only a few years ago were we allowed to 
speak about that," Andrei Vorooits, a former 
miner from the Donetsk region, said at Lhe 
rally. 

He said in an interview that his main 
demand was Ukrainian independence. But he 
also supported the miners' demands for 
improvements in their lives. 

"They are not treated as humans." he said. 

Another woman screamed from the crowd 
at the Donetsk rally, “let them give back the 9- 
10 billion roubles they stole from our work." 

It was not clear exactly whaL she was refer- 
ring to. but the party Iasi week set a value on 
its property at 4.9 billion roubles ($8 .2 billion) 
at the official exchange rate. 


Soviet President Mikhail S. Gorbachev, 
speaking to the Communist Party's 28’th con- 
gress. said his information indicated that the 
walkout was not a general strike. He said 
participation in western Siberia was minimal. 

Yevgeny Mironov, regional party leader in 
Donetsk, told reporters that the strike would 
cut coal production in his region by 40 per 
cent. Hesaid he sympathised wit h the strikers' 
economic demands, but rejected their 
political demands. 

“Replacing one government with another 
won’t provideany real results in solving econ- 
omic and social problems.” Mironov said. 

“What's needed are time, patience, and 
mutual understanding. Wc‘ve had enough 
search for enemies." 

The party congress appealed last week for 
the coal miners not to stnke. Bui anti-party 
and anti-government feelings ha\e grown in 
the mines because the government hasn't kept 
the promises it made to end last summer's 
strike, the most serious labour unre>! lohii the 
Soviet Union in 72 years.

Ligachev in power bid

MOSCOW. July II, (Reuter): Hard-line champion Yegor Ligachev 
staged a dramatic bid for power in the Soviet Communist Party today 
aifld. Mikhail Gorbachev was unable to stop his attempt to gain the 
party's number two post. 

.In an .open struggle between reformers and conservatives at the 
party's 28th congress. Ligachev presented himself as the “Marxist- 
Leninist” candidate for deputy to Gorbachev — and was first dropped 
and tben put back on the ballot. 

.pie 69-year-old conservative standard-bearer stood for the job, 
which wiM give its holder almost total control of day- to-day operations 
of the ruling party, against Gorbachev's own candidate. Ukrainian 
leader Vladimir Ivashko. 

But one conservative challen- 
ged Gorbachev's use of the rule 
book, arguing that it did not 
apply to party congresses, and 
the delegates in the Kremlin 
Palace of Congresses reversed 
their vote against Ligachev. 

A glum-looking Gorbachev 
then announced that Ligachev. 
the 58-year-old ivashko who' 
earlier announced he had 
resigned as President ot me 
Uttrairftt'ttod Anatoly*- Dudyfcevj' 1 
a 45-year-old Leningrad profes- 
sor. were all on Lhe ballot. 

It was nol immediately clear 
whether the vote would be held 
later today oc tomorrow, 
scheduled to be the last day of the 
congress. 

The stunning see-saw clearly 
illustrated Gorbachev's less than 
total control of the congress, des- 
pite his re-election as party gen- 
eral secretary yesterday with 75 
per cent of the’delegaies backing 
him. 

That vote, in which he was 
opposed by a Siberian miners' 
leader, was hailed by reformers 
as a major victory. One, eye-sur- 
geon Svyatoslav Fyodorov, said 
that Gorbachev “has managed 
to chain down our great con- 
servative monster.” 

But today reformers were 
stunned by the hard-liners' 
comeback and the emergence of 
Ligachev. currently a member of 
the party's politburo. 

The challenge from the right 
coincided with mounting pres- 
sure from the lefL as tens of 
thousands of miners in the coun- 
try's key coal regions staged a 24- 
hour strike and called for an end 
to the communist monopoly on 
power. 

Soviet television reported 
from the Donbass basin in the 
Ukraine that strikers there 
declared their action was "a 
serious warning to Lhe con- 
servative forces that are being 
activated in the party and in 
society.” 

Last month Ligachev, who 
insists that he supports the aim of 
Gorbachev's perestroika, pro- 
claimed he would wage a 
political struggle to keep the 
party and the country from 
straying towards a restoration of 
capitalism. 


In a speech to the party's congress, Ligachev called for "a union of 
democratic forces supporting socialism," adding: "1 think there is an 
overwhelming majority supporting the principles of Marxism-Lenin- 
ism." 

Minutes later, amid scenes of confusion and uproar, Gorbachev 
intervened from the chair to cite rules saying candidates could only go 
on the ballot paper ir there were no objections against them. 

Radical deputies rushed lo microphones to object to Ligachev's 
candidature — although none rejected Ivashko or an outsider also 
standing — and the 4,700 delegates then narrowly voted the hard-liner 
off the ballot.

Nato puts 
diplomacy into 
high gear 


BRUSSELS. July M. tReuter): 
Nalo, putting its post-cold war 
diplomacy into high gear, has held 
taiks with senior officials from War- 
saw Pact member Czechoslovakia 
for the first time, alliance sources said 
today. 

Foreign ministers from several 
Warsaw Pact countries, including 
the Soviet Union, have visited Nato 
headquarters since the Berlin Wall 
crumbled last November. East Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Markus 
Meckel was the latest, yesterday. 

While Meckel was at Nato. the 
sources said, another meeting unique 
in Nato's 41 -year history was taking 
place. 

“The meeting with the Cze- 
choslovaks is a sign of the alliance's 
shift towards a greater political and 
less military role.” said one source. 

"It is the first lime that we have had 

such contacts at the level or 
officials." 

A delegation, led by Martin 
Patous, a senior foreign policy adv- 
iser to Czechoslovak Foreien Mini- 
ster Jiri Dienslbier, spent several 
hours with members of Nato's 
political committee, which 
represents all of the Western allian- 
ce's 16 nations.

Euro-parliament 
wants major role 

EC political union 


STRASBOURG, France, July 
11, (Reuter): The European 
Parliament sought to strengthen 
itself today with new plans to 
prepare the European Commun- 
ity for political union. 

In a series of reports, members 
of the parliament called for the 
right to propose EC laws, to 
choose the president of the com- 
munity's executive commission 
and to share in decision-making 
with the council of EC ministers. 

“In their own way these 
reports are just as significant for 
democracy in Western Europe as 
the revolutions in Eastern 
Europe have been for democracy 
in that part of the world." said 
British socialist David Martin, 
author of one of the documents. 

The Euro-MPs’ outline for 
greater economic and political 
integration backed efforts to 
create a single EC currency man- 
aged by a European central 
bank. It called for the commun- 
ity to takemore responsibility for 
foreign and security policy.’and 


in social and environmental 
affairs. 

The deputies also -recommen- 
ded speeding up the ECs law- 
making process and giving the 
commission stronger powers lo 
enforce community rules. 

The parliament has a loud lob- 
bying voice, but its direct 
influence on EC action is curren- 
tly limited to suggesting amend- 
ments to the commission’s plans, 
which the EC sexecutive is free to 
disregard. 

Real power within the 12- 
nation bloc lies with the commis- 
sion, which makes legislative 
proposals, and the council, 
which has the final say on what 
becomes law. 

Belgium and West Germany 
are among member states which 
favour boosting the role of the 
parliament lhe EC's only direc- 
tly elected institution, to make 
the community more 
democratic. Others, including 
Britain, arejess enthusiastic. 


Former Bulgarian leader under house arrest 


SOFIA. July 1U Reuter): A Bulgarian court 
has ruled that disgraced former leader Todor 
Zhivkov should be held under house arrest 
until a legal investigation against him is com- 
pleted next week. Bulgarian Radio said today. 

Zhivkov, who was ousted last November, 
has been held in a military hospital since 
February while public prosecutors inves- 
tigate him for alleged abuse of power and 


corruption during his 35-year rule. 

Bulgaria's prosecutor general said on Mon- 
day that the legal deadline for the investiga- 
tion against Zhivkov would expire on July IS. 
Preliminary proceedings against Milko 
Balev, a dose Zhivkov ally and former polit- 
buro member, would end on the same day. _ 

Under Bulgarian law, a trial must begin 
within 30 days of theend of iheinvestigation if 
prosecutors dedde to bring charges against 


Zhivkov. 

Students and street protesters have deman- 
ded a date to be fixed for the trial of the former 
hardline leader. 

Zhivkov was ousted by communist refor- 
mers. including Petar Mladenov who was 
forced to resign as president last week over 
charges he called for tanks to crush an anti- 
' communist demonstration lasL December. 


Warsaw 
rightists 
see Jew 
influence 

WARSAW, July 11. (AP): In a 
thinly veiled reference to Poland's 
tiny Jewish population, the fringe 
right-wing National Party has 
charged that the government of 
Prime Minister Tadensz Maz- 
owiecki is dominated by 
“representatives of one min- 
ority." 

The statement, carried yester- 
day by the state-owned PAP news 
agency, did not specifically men- 
tion Jews. But it typified budding 
anti semi tic propaganda emerging 
recently among some rightist par- 
ties in Poland. 

The National Party traces its 
roots to a pre-Worid War n party, 
and reformed last year after being 
banned by the communists. It has 
no elected representatives. 

In the statement carried by 
PAP, the party gave its views on a 
recent meeting of intellectuals in 
Krakow in May that spoke out 
against nationalism. Xenophobia 
and antisemitism. Hie meeting 
was organised by Jerzy Turowicz,' 
editor of the Catholic -weekly- 
Tygodnik Powszechay, which in 
past years has led the fight against 
Polish an t isemitism. 

“This group instructs the Pofish 
nation in the duties of Poles 
towards its national minorities, 
exaggerating the problem as the 
number of national minorities 
does not exceed 3 per cent" of the 
population, the National Party 
statement said. 

“Mr Tnrowicz's circles and 
similar ones forget that the rights 
of national minorities and Pofisfa 
tolerance are not equal to accept- 
ing tibe domination of the Polish 
government and authorities of our 
country by representatives of one 
minority, together with Poles 
affiliated with it,'* said the 
statement, signed by National 
Party chairman Stefan JarzehskL

Albanians to 
leave by sea 

France, Italy sending ships 


ROME. July II, (Agencies): 
About 5,000 Albanian refugees 
sheltered by Western embassies 
in Tirana are expected to leave 
Albania by sea for Italy and 
France on Thursday, an Italian 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said. 

He said the Tirana govern- 
ment was expected to give auth- 
orisation for the refugees to leave 
the French, West German and 
Italian embassies later today. 

They would then be taken to 
the port of Durazzo, on Alban- 
ia's Adriatic Coast, the spokes- 
man said. 

About 3,000 from the West 
German and Italian embassies 
would sail for Italy and the other 
2,000 would be collected by a 
French ship, he said. 

The spokesman said two 
Italian passenger vessels would 
take the larger group of refugees 
from Durazzo to Brindisi, a 
seaport on the “heel” of Italy. 

Two thousand from the West , 
German embassy would then 
travel by special trains to West 
Germany, while 803 from the 
Italian embassy would be looked 
after by local officials and the 
Red Cross. 

Foreign Ministry officials said 
the ships from Italy and France 
might also take small groups 
from other embassies. 

The spokesman said negotia- 
tions to complete formalities for 
Lhe departure of the refugees 
were being conducted with the 
Albanian government by United 
Nations envoy StaiTan de Mis- 
ura. 

He said the Italian ships would 
be expected in Brindisi late on 
Thursday. 

In Brindisi, refugees will be 
boused in military buildings. 

Port sources said two ferries. 


Appia and Espresso Grecia, 
which normally sail between 
Italy and Greece, would make 
the five-hour crossing to Albania 
to bring back the refugees. 

After unprecedented street 

E rotests against Albania's hard- 
ne communist government this 
month, thousands of mostly 
young dissidents fled from a 
police crackdown into embassy 
compounds in Tirana. 

Thousands have been sleeping 
in corridors and gardens in swel- 
tering heal, in scenes reminiscent 
of those at West German mis- 
sions in Eastern Europe last year . 

That flood of asylum-seekers, 
and a subsequent exodus of tens 
of thousands of East Germans to 
the West, sparked the popular 
revolution which led to the dow- 
nfall of the East German com- 
munist government and the des- 
truction of the Berlin Wall. 

Foreign Ministry officials said 
the two ferries might have to 
make more than one journey to 
bring back all the refugees, lhe 
health of whom was beginning to 
cause concern today. 

More and more are suffering 
from serious problems and need 
medical treatment. Western 
diplomats said. 

“The health situation at the 
embassies is deteriorating 
rapidly,” one diplomat said. 

Many refugees have severe 
complaints like acute diarrhoea, 
the diplomats said. 

Of those who have managed to 
leave, SI dissidents from Tirana 
were flown to Prague yesterday 
after the government gave them 
passports and allowed them to 
ieave the Czechoslc. ak embassy. 

Six Albanians, agec 21 to 25. 
fled by motorboat yesterday and 
landed in the southeastern 
Italian port of Onintnio, where 
they requested political asylum. 


Romania plans new constitution 

Bid to bury remains of communist past 


BUCHAREST, July II, (Reuter): Romania’s 
parliament, keen to present its democratic creden- 
tials to the West, met iojoini session today to begin 
draftings new constitution and burying the remains 
of its communist past.- 

Mem ber of the Senate and Chamber of Deputies, 
elected in May in the country’s first free elections for 
more than 50 years, gathered in Bucharest's vast 
palace hall (o draw up plans for a constitution 
enshrining democratic law and human rights. 

“The dictatorship left an economic, moral and 
spiritual legacy that pervades all areas of life," 
Senate president Alexandra Biriadeanu told the 
session. 

“U is up to us to get rid of all these poisoned 
remnants,'' Biriadeanu, a former communist, said . 

Il was the first lime parliament had met in the 
4.000-seat hail where eight months earlier a stage- 
managed congress of the now disgraced Communist 
Party re-elected dictator Nicolae Ceausescu to a 
further five-year term as leader. 


Senators and deputies are aware that the West is 
closely following the proceedings, seeking guaran- 
tees of Romania's commitment to democracy foll- 
owing riots in Bucharest last month. 

Romania was widely criticised for what many 
countries viewed as excessive force in quelling Lhe 
anti-government unrest. 

The European Community (EC) suspended non- 
humanitarian aid after President Ion Iliescu sum- 
moned thousands of miners to Bucharest to help 
crush the protests. Six people died and hundreds 
were injured in ihree days of violence in mid-June. 

As*a result, Romania has been excluded from a 
meeting this month of 24 Western aid donors to 
discuss a $12.5 billion aid package for Eastern 
Europe.

Poland said today that West Ger- 
many was refusing to discuss a 
proposed border Veal} before 
unification with East Germany 
and asked the four allied powers 
nol to give up responsibility for 
Germany until it was in force. 

“Poland is afraid that the 
question of the border treaty will 
not be finally settled before the 
unification. "a Foreign Ministry 
statement said, referring to the 
e\ peeled unification of the two 
Germany's in December. 

“We propose to establish a 
time connection that (he Polish- 
German treaty should enter into 
force before the expiration of the 
rights and. responsibility of the 
four powers for Germany.” it 
said. 

In Bonn, a Western diplomat 
said Warsaw's request was 
understandable but had little 
chance of success. Official sour- 
ces in Paris said the French 
government shared Poland's 
concern to resolve the treaty 
issue before unification. 

Poland wants a treaty to 
safeguard its postwar frontiers, 
which include large Western 
territories previously belonging 
to Germany. 

The territories were awarded 
to Poland after the war by the 
victorious allies to compensate 
for even larger tracts seized by 
the Soviet Union in the East. 

The border question became a 
burning issue between Poland 
and the two Germany* earlier 
this year as German unity moves 
gathered momentum. 

Poland lost six million dead in 
World War Two. which started 
when Nazi Germany invaded. 
Many Poles were concerned at 
the re-emergence of a powerful 
new united Germany next door. 

The Foreign Ministry 
statement said Poland was tak- 
ing its present stand because of 
Bonn's insistence that negotia- 
tions on a border treaty could be 
undertaken only after German 
unification.. . . 

It said the treaty problem 
should be resolved by the “two- 

S lusrfour'* conference of the two 
iermanys and four wartime 
allies — the Soviet Union, 
United States. France and 
Britain. 

In Bonn, a Western diplomat 
closely following the talks said 
Warsaw's request was under- 
standable but had little chance of 
succeeding. 

“The Polish cavalry is charg- 
ing against German tanks 
again.” he commented in a 
reference lo the Polish army's 
famous doomed cavalry charge 
against invading Nazi tanks in 
1939. 

“You can see why the Poles are 
nervous," he said. "Once Ger- 
many reunites, it will be a whole 
new ball game in Europe. The 
Germans could put this border 
issue to one side and there would 
be little the Poles could do Lo 
bring it back to centre stage." 

“It is hard to see how the Wes- 
tern countries in the "two-plus- 
four" talks would agree lo delay 
the granting of sovereignly to 
Germany. This is what the Rus- 
sians have suggested and they've 
been told *No'," the diplomat 
said. 

The border problem seemed 
settled last month when both 
German parliaments issued 
declarations recognising the 
frontier along the Oder and 
Neisse rivers. Warsaw said il 
would no longer press the two 
states to initial a treaty before 
they united as long as it was ready 
for signing afterwards by the new 
united Germany. 

■ The mayor of East Berlin said 
his city faces possible “financial 
collapse," while the East Ger- 
man government promised to 
impose the country's increasin- 
gly troubled retail sales system.

Bahrain rejects 20,000 
live Australian sheep 

Blow to trade 


CANBERRA, July 11, (Reuter): A buyer is being 
sought for a shipment of 20,000 Australian live 
sheep, rejected by Bahrain because some were old 
and others infected with scabby mouth. 

The rejection earlier this week, confirmed by 
Australian government officials, is a further blow to 
Australia's live sheep trade to the Middle East. 

Saudi Arabia, the major buyer, has rejected about 
600,000 Australian live sheep since last September 
claiming some were diseased or too old. Most were 
re-routed and bough t by otherGulfsta tes, including 
Bahrain, whose rejection of the 20.000 sheep has 
caused concern among sheepmeat exporters in Aus- 
tralia. 

Bahrain claimed around eight per cent of the 
latest batch carried scabby mouth, a cold sore infec- 
tion, and many were above the preferred age limit of 
three years, said a spokesman for Primary Industries 
and Energy Minister John Kerin. 

“The exporting company is looking for a new 
market for the sheep," said a spokesman for the 
Australian Meat and Livestock Corp. (AMLO. 

The AM LC is working on new guidelines for the 
live sheep trade, including sending sheep with no 


more than six permanent teeth, which identifies 
them as around three years old. 

There will also be tighter veterinary inspection in 
Australia to eliminate diseases. Ships which can 
carry from 20,000 to 120,000 live sheep will not be 
loaded to full capacity to allow fora quarantine area 
for sick sheep. 

The guidelines will be sent to commercial expor- 
ters and trade to Saudi Arabia, suspended for the 
past month, could resume later this month, AMLC 
sources said. 

Saudi Arabia has in the past taken half the seven 
million live sheep, valued at around $230 million. 
Australia shipped annually to the Middle East. 

Saudi Arabia, which is building up its own com- 
mercial sheep flocks, has also rejected live sheep 
from other countries on the grounds of age and 
disease, the sources said. 

New Zealand, specialising in ram lambs, has 
benefited. Its live sales to Saudi Arabia in the first 
six months of this year were double the 483,000 sent 
in the same period in 1989. 

Australian sheep fanners, who until recently were 
getting a good price for wool, had ben trying to 
divert for export live sheep no longer fit for wool.

Better cultural co-op with France envisaged 


THEcultural attache at Kuwait's embassyin 
Paris, Abdul Laiif Al Baijan said that the 
coming stage will witness further cultural co- 
operation between Kuwait and France. He 
said that regular meetings are held between 
concerned establishments in both countries to 
support this co-operation. Agreements rea- 
ched between the two countries include, the 
Ministry of Health, the Ministry of Higher 
Education. Kuwait University, Public Auth- 
ority for Applied Education and Training, 
National Council for Culture, Arts and Let- 
ters, and Kuwait Institute for Scientific 
Research. 

Baijan stated that the cultural office lakes 
over supervision of Kuwaiti-French Cultural 
Interests. The office has several activities in 
training, culture and technology in addition 
to exchange of educational and cultural rela- 
tions. The office also receives new students in 
France and guides them in housing and 


educational fields. It also provides training 
courses for employees of the Civil Service 
Commission or government establishments. 

The office intends to invite department 
heads and deans from some French univer- 
sities to visit Kuwait and meet with officials. 
Baijan said. 

He added that with the co-operation of the 
Ministry of Higher Education and Kuwait 
University, the office holds preparatory cour- 
ses for student batches coming to continue 
their education at French universities and 
colleges. The course consists of a four months 
long French language course and interviews 
with students in order to enlighten them about 
the nature of life and education in France. 

He pointed out that the cultural office at 
Kuwait embassy in Paris also published the 
Kuwaiti SLudents Guide in France which 
includes many guiding points. 

When arriving in France students arc 


received at the airport and hosted at the 
cultural office and then dropped of at univer- 
sities and colleges. He added that Kuwait 
Students Union in France plays a big role in 
assisting students in this field. 

Regarding problems fadng the cultural 
office the cuj rural attache stated that in reality 
there were no major problems but rather 
minor problems for a few students. He stated 
that the main problem for most students 
emanates from the way they adopt with Lhe 
general atmosphere in France. 

He stated that student stipends are 
adequate for living and studying in French 
universities. He praised the level of co-opera- 
tion with Kuwait Student Union in France. 
He said that rehabilitation courses for new 
students have proved beneficial for them. He 
added that the office seeks to keep students 
away from currents which opposes our tradi- 
tions and heritage.

He clarified that the activities 
of the corporation during 1989 
bad increased particularly in the 
field of securities, deposits and 
foreign currencies. 

He added that the long term 
portfolio of the corporation had 
increased at 12 per cent of the 
total assets of the corporation as 
of Lhe end of 1989. 

The corporation during the 
last year had finalised the arran- 
gements for obtaining a Loan of 
$560 million for the purchase of 
Bahrain Aluminium plant in co- 
operation with some Arab and 
foreign financial institutions. 

The corporation had extended 
credit facilities valued at $457 
million, adding that the loans 


given to GCC companies and 
corporations had amounted to 
about $132 million. 

The corporation has contin- 
ued extending consultation 
services to the GCC corpora- 
tions, and reflects the corpora- 
tion's commitment and role 
towards supporting the econ- 
omics of lhe member slates, the 
official said. 

Meanwhile, Dr Fayez dis- 
closed that the assets of the cor- 
poration amounted to $1,938 
million during 1989 compared to 
$1,7 17 million during 1988 — an 
increase of about 13 per cent. 
Shareholders equity amounted 
to $742 millions, while deposits 
and other assets amounted to 
$1 196 millions, the official said. 

Profit 

The net profit of the corpora- 
tion as at 31.12.1989 amounted 
to $55 million compared to $38 
million in 1988 with an increase 
of about 44 per cent. This 
revenue constitutes about 10 per 
cent of the paid up capital, Fayez 
said. He added that 8 per cent of 
the corporation's profits will be 
distributed as shareholders. 

On the other hand, the official 
said that the corporation will 
continue its efforts towards 


training and qualifying of GCC 
employees in different areas. The 
Corporation is committed by its 
policy in the training field which 
aims at qualifying Arab Gulf 
cadres in financial analysis and 
investments. Training activities 
during 1989 cost about 51.1 
million, the official said. 

Activity 

Speaking of the Arab Gulf 
stales' economies during 1989, 
the official said that the Arabian 
Gulf area had witnessed sig- 
nificant economic activities dur- 
ing 1989. Growth rates range 
between 2.5 percent to 8 percent. 
New development in the oil 
markets have resulted in increas- 
ing member slate revenues and 
eventually expanded its invest- 
ment base which coincided with 
the increasing demand for com- 
mercial loans and enhancing 
deposits at the local banks. 

Meanwhile, the official said 
that the deficit in Lhe member 
stales budget had relatively 
retreated in the light of increas- 
ing oil revenues. He pointed out 
that improvement was mostly 
perceived in United Arab 
Emirates (UAE). Kuwait and

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5()' Indonesia begins investigation of tunnel accident 


JAKARTA, July 1 1 , (Agencies): 
Indonesia has started investiga- 
tions into the cause of last week's 
tunnel disaster near Makkah in 
which 1,426 Muslims died during 
the annual haj pilgrimage, a 
cabinet minister who returned 
from Saudi Arabia said. 

Speaking to reportersTuesday 
night upon his arrival from his 
pilgrimage, Munawir Sjadzali, 
Minister of Religious Affairs, 
explained that the Indonesian 
government has so far focussed 
its attention on the recovery of its 
pilgrims who were presumed 
dead or declared missing in the 
tragedy. 

The Indonesians were among 
■ 1 ,426 pilgrims who were crushed 
to death in the tunnel stampede, 
which is believed caused in part

by crowding. 

"Now the situation had ena- 
bled us to speak about the causes 
of the accident," Sjadzal said, 
quoted by the official Indonesian 
news agency An tain. 

He said the director-general 
for Muslim religious affairs has 
been joining the Indonesian and 
Turkish ambassadors and the 
Malaysian consulate-general in 
Saudi Arabia to discuss the mat- 
ter with the Saudi authorities. 

Clear picture 

Sjadzal, who leads the Indon- 
esian haj pilgrimage team, noted 
he had to return home to report 
on the accident to President 
Suharto. 

“If necessary, I will fly to Saudi 
Arabia soon to get a clearer pic- 
ture on the causes of the 


accident,'' he said. 

Sjadzali said 451 Indonesian 
pilgrims had been identified 
while another 258 are still miss- 
ing. 

in addition, another 9 1 Indon- 
esian pilgrims have died due to 
various illnesses, he said. 

This year's haj pilgrimage saw 
a record high 82,000 Indonesian 
pilgrims, including three govern- 
ment ministers and several senior 
officials. Indonesia has the 
world's largest Muslim popula- 
tion. 

Reports from Ankara said 525 
T urk pilgrims killed in the tunnel 
disaster were still unidentified, 
and Kuala Lumpur said 19 vic- 
tims were Malaysians. 

Sjadzali also said Saudi gover- 
nment has been asked by the 


Indonesian government to bury 
the Indonesian victims in a sec- 
tion of Makkah. 

Inquiry 

Meanwhile, Indonesia's haj 
solidarity association called on 
Saudi Arabia to investigate the 
tunnel disaster. 

Antara quoted association 
chairman Sulastomo as saying 
Saudi Arabia should be open to 
such an inquiry, which might 
include investigators from other 
countries. 

Mourning 

“It's very inhuman to leave the 
accident without investigating 
the cause and doing something to 
-prevent such things in the 
future," he told the agency. 


Comprehensive data essential to 
decision makers, say officials 


COMPREHENSIVE data 
based on scientific considera- 
tions has become a vital tool for 
decision makers during the last 
decade of the 10th century. Such 
data constitutes the basics for 
planners who participate in the 
formulation ' of economic 
development plans. 

To highlight this issue, a local 
daily interviewed officials of 
several institutions. 

Baha Ai Ibrahim, the director 
of libraries department at 
Kuwait University described 
data as the memory of economic, 
political and social history of the 
nation. 

He classified data into two 
kinds — the first dealing with 
official documents sealed by the 
government and other official 
printed matter which gains 
importance when it bears the 
emblem of the state and contains 
data related to the state's institu- 
tions and activities in addition to 
quasi official authorities. 

The second relates to non- 
official data represented by prin- 
ted matter issued by individuals 
and private institutions. 

.Meanwhile, the official called 
for establishing criteria to govern 
copy rights and the publishing. o£ - , 


some classified information. 

Ibrahim commented that his- 
torical defeats and economic and 
intellectual retreat could be 
attributed to the lack of vital 
information which is essential to 
set up soda) and development 
plans in addition to surmounting 
obstacles which impede such 
plans. Consequently, he said that 
decision makers should be 
provided with data commen- 
surate with the importance and 
level of decisions to enable them 
to advance economic, political 
and social developments. Ibra- 
him called for enhancing infor- 
mational awareness among the 
public through the various 
media. 

Plans 

He added that the data availa- 
ble at the libraries department at 
Kuwait University relates to 
academic aspects for the dif- 
ferent faculties of the university, 
in addition to economic, social 
and political references and 
publications issued by Kuwait 
and Arab Gulf Data Centre. 

Ibrahim said that future plans 
for the department is represented 
by. bringing about integration , . 
between books and technology 
by introducing the latest index.-; 


ing system at 1 1 libraries in the 
university. The system will be 
based on the well-known Con- 
gress System, he added. 

Speaking of co-operation 
among the GCC countries m the 
field of information dissemina- 
tion, the official said that it had 
been realised under the umbrella 
of Arab Gulf Education Bureau 
which had setup the regulations 
in this field. 

He commented that the co- 
operation system was in line with 
the austerity policy followed by 
member states, particularly in 
light of increasing financial costs 
df periodicals which totally 
account for a value of 
KD500.000. He expressed the 
hope that the member states will 
resort to the Gulf Net System 
which will translate into millions 
by way of financial savings. 

Speaking on the same issue, 
the director of the data centre at 
the Credits and Savings Bank, 
Abdullah Al Mikrad confirmed 
the importance of the need for 
“high-level-data" to facilitate 
decision makers to arrive at 
accurate decisions at the bank. 

. . He underscored the fact that 
"well-founded-statistical-data” 
had greatly bene fitted the bank 


in its process of setting up it lend- 
ing policy. He also said that the 
bank continually strives to 
update all available data in keep- 
ing with the rapid pace of bank- 
ing activities in the world. 

Network 

Mikrad said that the bank 
intends to incorporate a com- 
puterised network aimed at 
alleviating data retrieval which 
might be requested by the 
National Housing Authority 
(NHA), the Ministry of Justice 
the Public Authority for Civil 
Information (PACI) and other 
bodies. 

Saleh Abdullatif from the 
National Petroleum Corpora- 
tion said that the data bank is “a 
pool of vital information" essen- 
tial for arriving at sound 
decisions. 

He added that the data at the 
corporation could be divided 
into two kinds: the first deals 
with ofl derivative prices and the 
other deals with the inherent 
marketing process. He added 
that Kuwait had achieved a 
qualitative leap by incorporating 
state-of-the-art computers, 
microfilm systems and related 
technology in various institu- 
tions spread across the country.

Malaysia observed a day of 
mourning Tuesday for Muslim 
pilgrims, including 125 from 
Malaysia, who died in a stam- 
pede in a tunnel near Makkah. 

Malaysian and stale flags were 
flown al half-mast while 
mosques throughout Malaysia 
held special prayers for the Vic- 
tims of the July 2 tragedy. 

Workers of the Pilgrims Man- 
agement and Fund Board 
throughout Malaysia donned 
white and black Malay 
Lraditional dress as a sign of 
mourning. 
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Petrol sniffing 

Addicts will forfeit 
mental ability: Ansari 

DOCTOR Isum Al Ansari. a psychological diseases consultant said 
that petrol is a very sola tile liquid which has a strong effect on the 
human nervous system. He said that "die-hard" petrol sniffers will end 
up loosing their menial abilities. In the short term I he nervous system of 
addicts will be vitall> influenced leading to infections in brain mem- 
branes and cells. 

He pointed out that petrol sniffing is like any other addiction 
depriving addicts from facing life realistically. Ansari added that 
treatment of such cases is a very complicated process and commented 
that children who gel addicted to petrol, do so because they lack care 
and guidance which make them easy prey to delinquency. Treatment of 
petrol addicts requires strong family understanding, support and care. 

He added that prevention is always and still is better than treatment. 
He urged parents to pay more attention to their children particularly 
during the summer holidays w here they are more liable to be affected by 
other delinquent friends. 

Some may be convinced petrol addiction cases are very few in society 
and does not require attention. The fact however remains that many 
children and youths are using several methods in order to get involved 
in this experience. Petrol and Puicx are freely available in the market 
and are very cheap to obtain particularly for children. The government 
has not yet issued a law to prohibit the selling of such materials to 
children, but parents are considered vital in steering their children away 
from such disasters. It is lime that we pay attention to this problem 
before it is too late. Ansari said. 

Most petrol and Patex sniffers consider themselves to be a very 
special group in society. One of the youths said he feels like Maradona 
when he sniffs petrol. 

Most young sniffers point out that their main problem was not being 
able to find proper guidance and example at home. They added that the 
country lacks recreational areas and main sport clubs don't accept any 
individuals for entry. They pointed out that summer clubs provided by 
the Ministry of Education is another form of schooling and doesn't 
fulfill their need for pleasure. 

A 14 year old boy w as holding a juice cup in his hand in order to hide 
the real contents inside. He said that he managed to steal some petrol 
from his older brother's motorcycle in order to sniff it along with his 
mates. He indicated that he doesn't realise the danger of such acts but. 
he prefers the strange feeling inside him. 

Doctor Sanad A I Fadhula. a car. nose and t h roat consultant said that 
it is normal to realise that Patex and petrol are very harmful. Volatile 
liquids like petrol are absorbed by nose tissues from the inside which is 
directly connected to the blood cycle leading to nerve centres in the 
body. ’ 

He added that the effect on lung and other body organs may become 
permanent which causes a total loss of smell.

Tutsis, Hutus 

make peace 


BUJUMBURA, Burundi, (AP): After centuries of sometimes bloody 


domination, the minority Tutsi tribe is preparing to share power wil 
the Hutu majority in this small, mountainous African country. 

But behind President Pierre Buyoya's celebrated unity charter and 
promises of reform are some concerns that the horrors of the past will 
not subside so easily. 

Buyoya. a 41 -year-old Tutsi army major who seized power in 1987, 
held a ceremony May 16 to announce the charter that promises an end 
to military rule this year, a political referendum and restoration of the 
constitution, which has been largely ignored. 

“This charter is not for Tu Isis or Hutus,” Buyoya told the audience of 
1,000 that included diplomats, church leaders and invited foreign 
journalists. “It is not for any one group, but for the nation as a whole, 
and for peace.” 

Curb 

Curbs on the movement of Hutus — who comprise 85 per cent of 
Burundi's six million people — already have been lifted with the 
aboli lion of passbooks they were forced to cany. 

State schools, which catered mainly to the Tutsis, are enrolling more 
Hutus. 

The 7.000-member army is to open its ranks in two months. It was 
purged of Hutus after 300.000 civilians, most of them Hutus. were 
massacred in ethnic warfare 1 8 years ago. 

The new plans for Burundi, one of the world's poorest nations, are 
based on the recommendations of a government commission formed 
after Hutu massacres of Tutsis in 1 988 and army retaliation against the 
Hutus. 

Roman Catholic church leaders and foreign diplomats also have 
pressed for a greater role by Hutus in predominantly Catholic Burundi, 
a landlocked country wedged between Zaire and Tanzania that became 
independent from Belgium in 1962. 

Buyoya is the first Tutsi leader to promise Hutus a greater share of

power since the majority tribe lost political control in 1965.

‘We’ll struggle for national unity and we'll win,” Buyoya declared 
after announcing the charter. 

School choirs sang praises of unity, a military band struck up the 
national anthem and Tutsis and Hutsis clasped hands during the 
ceremony in May on what many independent observers described as a 
historic occasion. 

“It's a veiy positive development," US Ambassador Cynthia Perry 
said. 

There was unease, however, as limousines flying flags of a dozen 
nations left knots of beaming, hand-shanking Tutsis and Hutus after 
the ceremony in May. 

Display 

Several squads of elite paratroopers armed with carbines, rocket- 
.propelted grenades and machine-guns emerged from hiding places and 
surrqundod the hall after the ceremony. Some diplomats caUed-the- 
display of strength excessive. 

Although an underground Hutu movement — the Party for the 
Liberation of Hutu People — seeks to overthrow the government, 
observers said any threat to security probably would come from Tutsis 


opposed to sharing power, not from Hutus. 


: government foiled a coup plot in March 1989 and arrested 15 
Tutsi men loyal to Jean-BapUste Bagaza, the leftist army colonel 
Buyoya ousted in 1987 who had condemned the Roman Catholic 
church and the West and flirted with such hardline communist regimes 
as Cuba and North Korea. 

Bagaza fled to Libya and about 70 Libyans who allegedly plotted 
Bagaza's comeback were expelled after the plot was uncovered. His IS 
Tutsi supporters still await trial in Burundi.

DespiLe the plotting, most Tutsis and Hutus live harmoniously in 
mountain villages. The tall Tutsis, members of East Africa’s Nilotes 
ethnic group, settled here about 400 years ago and established a 
moderate feudal monarchy. Since then, many have intermarried with 
the native Hutus, a short Bantu race. 


A Hutu uprising against Tutsi rule took place three years after 
independence, led by a mutinous Hutu policeman. The Tutsis retaliated 


by butchering tens of thousands of Hutus and began purging Hutus 

sly 


from government and the security services, effectively robbing the 
dominant tribe of political and military power. 


A few Hutus who remained in the army attempted a coup in 1 972 and 
the result was the worst massacre in Burundi's history. Up to 300.000 


Hutus were slaughtered, including all members of the tribe still in the 
armed forces. 

In August 1988, Hutu villagers in the northern towns of Ntega and 
Marangara killed hundreds ofTutsi neighbours in what appeared to be 
land disputes. In retaliation. Tutsi soldiers killed up to 20,000 Hutus 
and drove 60.000 into exile. 

“What raises hopes that meaningful change is possible is that all but 
1,000 of (hose refugees have returned,” a Western diplomat said. 
“There's a mood of optimism around.” 

Jean -Pierre Mazimpaka, a Hutu taxi driver, also was optimistic. 

“Many of my friends and relatives have been murdered before, but 
we don't think it will happen” again, he said.

DILL Indonesia, (AP): After 15 years of guerrilla 
war. East Timor nationalist have added street 
protests to their campaign for independence in the 
former Portuguese colony seized by Indonesia. 

In the mountains, rebels snipe at government 
soldiers in one of the world's least-known insurgen- 
cies, dating from Indonesian invasion in 1975. 

Many Timorese apparently have accepted being 
part of Indonesia, but militants in the mainly 
Roman Catholic territory fiercely oppose rule by the 
predominantly Muslim Indonesia. 

Young independence activists delivered their first 
public message Oct 12 during a visit by Pope John 
Paul II. 

They surged toward the altar at the end of mi 
outdoor mass attended by more than 100,000 peo- 
ple, shouting slogans and unfurling banners. Several 
were beaten and 1 8 detained. 

Independence demonstrators appeared again 
when John C. Monjo. the US ambassador to Indon- 
esia. visited East Timor in January. Witnesses said 
several youths were injured by soldiers outside the 
Hotel Turismo. 

Protest 

At least one other public protest has been repor- 
ted since. 

Both government officials and rebel spokesmen 
confirm the nationalistic tactics are changing. 

Mario V. Carrascalao, the provincial governor, 
said more demonstrations could be expected. 

He said no more than 40 activists were involved 
during the Pope's visit. About 200 turned out when 
Monjo was in Dili and “we lei Lhem walk around for 
three days." Carrascalao said in an interview. 

A human rights organisation said at least 25,000 
Indonesian soldiers had moved into East Timor for 
"cleanup" operations against guerrillas ahead of a 
visit by Portuguese officials in September. 

Since February, troop strength has been brought 
to 40.000 from about 1 5.000. said Carmel Budiaijo, 
director of Campaign Tapol. a group based in 
London that focuses on Indonesia. 

Carrascalao said he anticipated demonstrations 
during the Portuguese visit. 

Abilio Araujo, leader of the Fretilin Resistance 
Movement, told reporters in Lisbon in February. 
“This year, we plan to step up organised mass 
resistance in occupied territories. ... We can’t defeat 
Indonesia militarily, but they will nevereradicale us, 


either.” 

Fretilin is a Portuguese acronym for the leftist 
Revolutionary Front for an Independent East 
Timor. A bid for power by Lhe Fretelin movement 
after Portuguese officials fled a coup attempt in 
August 1975 gave Indonesia the excuse to invade 
from West Timor, its half of the island. 

Indonesia annexed East Timor as its 27th 
province in 1976. but the United Nations still recog- 
nises Portugal as the administering power. The 
Portuguese dosed their embassy in Jakarta after the 
invasion and Dutch diplomats look after Por- 
tuguese interests in Indonesia. 

The United States recognised Indonesia's incor- 
poration of East Timor without acknowledging “it 
was a valid act of self-determination.” a US embassy 
official said. 

Fretelin now claims 5,000 armed fighters, plus its 
own militia within the local population. The Indon- 
esian military says the guerrillas number about 400. 

Least-developed 

East Timor, one of world's least-developed areas, 
is on tbe catena end of the Indonesian archipelago, 
1,300 miles (2,080 kilometres)- from Jakarta and 
only 350 miles (560 kilometres) from Australia's 
northwest coast. 

It is blessed by balmy breezes and beautiful bea- 
ches. but is no idyllic tropical isle. 

Inhospitable brown mountains are cut by par-

How many people died is not known. 

In 1985, the human rights -group Amnesty Inter- 
national said 200,000 people may have died from all 
causes.

Saddam denied in the interview that he had made a threat in April 
that he would “burn half of Israel” if the Jewish state la unc he d an 
attack on his country. 

“I confirm that the Arabs are not aggressive, but they won't accept 


aggression,., he declared in Le Figaro.

rejected calls for a probe of for- 
mer defence minister Yitzhak 
Rabin's handling of the Palestin- 
ian' uprising, and a new poll 
indicated he has become Israel's 
most popular politician. 

The poll of 1,200 Israeli adults 
showed that Rabin, the No.2 
man in the left-leaning Labour 
Party, could defeat the leading 
figures in the rival right-wing 
Likud Bloc, Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Shamir and Housing Mini- 
ster Ariel Sharon, if direct elec- 
tions were held. 

It also indicated that both 
Shamir and Sharon could defeat 
the current Labour Party head, 
former prime minister Shimon 
Pe re s . 

The findings were expected to 
strengthen Rabin's hand in 
challenging Peres for party 
leadership. 

The motion for- a probe of 
Rabin's handling of the uprising 
in the occupied West Bank ana 
Gaza Strip was defeated by a 
vote of 65 to ! 6. Other members 
of the 120-seat Parliament were 
absent from the floor. 

The probe was urged by righl- 
and left-wing legislators, who 
accused Rabin of illegally order- 
ing soldiers to beat rioters in Jan- 
uary 1988. 

The orders, issued early in the 
31-month revolt, led to a number 
of serious injuries of Palestinians 
that sometimes resulted in 
details. 

Resigned 

Rabin was defence minister 
until March 1 3, when he resigned 
with other Labour ministers in 
protest against Shamir's 
hesitancy to accept American 
peace proposals. Shamir last 
month formed a right-wing 
government that excludes 
Labour. 

In all, 723 Palestinians have 
been killed by Israeli soldiers or 
civilians since the uprising began 
in December 1987. An additional 
233 Palestinians have been slain 
by fellow Arabs, most for alleged 
collaboration with Israeli auto- 
- oritiesr ^Forty-frvr Israelis -also 
. have been killed by Arabs. 

■ One&Fihe sponsors of the call 
for'£.£robe, Michael Eitan' of 
Shamir’s Likud Bloc, accused 
Rabin of failing to support army 
officers who have been charged 
with illegally beating Palestin- 
ians to death. Eitan claimed 
troops morale was also at stake. 

“You personally gave these 
orders, why shouldn't you stand 
trial?" Eitan said. “Soldiers from 
now on will fear that all the 
orders they gel will later be disav- 
owal." 

Another sponsor, Yossi Sarid 
of the left-wing Citizen's Rights 
Movement, argued that “if the 
government found it necessary to 
establish an investigation into 
Sabra and Chatilla, it should cer- 
tainly do so now.” 

It was a reference to the 1982 
massacre in the Beirut refugee 
camps by Lebanese militiamen 
during Israel's occupation. An 
official inquiry into the massacre 
of hundreds of Palestinian 
refugees ended in the resignation 
of Sharon as defence minister. 

Defended 

Rabin defended his policies by 
saying that beatings were 
ordered to limit the use of live 
ammunition, which were causing 
many fatalities at the time. 

He insisted his instructions 
were clear that once a demon- 
stration was under control, beat- 
ing should cease. 

Rabin said he told senior 
officers on Jan21, 1988, that “the 
aggressive response by our sol- 
diers, including beatings, during 
riots and against attacks on our 
forces, are necessary to prevent 
the worst — opening fire and 
causing death." 

Rabin added: “And I also" said 
in the same discussion, 'this, 
which means beatings, is better 
than what went before, which 
means opening fire with live 
ammunition, on condition it is 
done during demonstrations and 
attacks and not afterwards.”

Prompted by loss in Algeria polls 


ALGIERS. July 11. (Reuter): 
Prime Minister Mouloud 
Hamtouchc and Tour of his 
cabinet ministers were dropped 
from the politburo of Algeria’s 
ruling party in a reshuffle promp- 
ted by its crushing electoral 
defeat last month. 

But they remain in the central 
committee of the National 
Liberation Front (FLN), which 
had been Algeria's only legal 
party for 27 years.

The shake-up, announced last 
night, capped a three-day meet- 
ing of the 268-member central 
committee after an upset victory 
by the fundamentalist Islamic 
Salvation Front (FIS) in local 
elections on June 1 2.

Belly dancers invited 
to Israeli parliament 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
July 1 1, (Reuter): An Israeli leg- 
islator has invited belly dancers 
to parliament to explain about — 
but not to perform — their dis- 
puted livelihood. „ 

Yehoshua Matza, interior 
committee chairman, invited the 
dancers and legal and rabbinical 
officials to discuss a supreme 
court decision forbidding rabbis 
from cancelling vital Kosher 
food certificates at hotels and 
wedding halls that allow belly 
dancers to perform. 

Tne rabbis say belly dancing is 
immodest and provocative, but 
the dancers reject the claim as 
religious intolerance.

Israeli warplanes mounted air 
attacks on Sunday and Monday 
against Her/hollah bases in 
South Lebanon. At least 15 peo- 
ple were killed and 40 were woun- 
ded in these assaults. 

On Friday, eight guerrillas of 
the Damascus- based Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine-General Command were 
wounded in separate raids on 
their bases in Lebanon. The 
PFLP-GC. which is financed by 
Libya, also is allied with Iran. 

Mohammed Yazhed. a mem- 
ber of Hezbollah’s higher com- 
mand. told mourners in Baalbek 
today: "We ask all those holding 
the hostages and those holding 
our detainees as well to release 
them. 

“We are against such opera- 
tions (kidnappings), and support 
the freedom of individuals,” he 
said at the funeral of two Hez- 
bollah members killed in Israel's 
last air raid on Monday. 

Hezbollah officials have often 
made such statements in their 
efTori to distance themselves 
from the kidnappings. Bui Wes- 
tern intelligence sources insist 
Hezbollah is an umbrella for 
underground factions holding 
most of the hostages. 

Syria maintains 40.000 troops 
in Lebanon under an Arab 
League peacekeeping mandate. 
They control Muslim regions as 
well as West Beirut. 

Syria. Iran and allied Palestin- 
ian and Lebanese factions con- 
tend that Western support of 
Israel encourages the Jewish 
slate's attacks against Arabs. 

Sharaa said he had no tangible 
developments to report, but it is 
“not unlikely” that would 
change soon. 

He indirectly confirmed 
speculation in Beirut, London 
and Dublin that the hostage to be 
released is Irish educator Brian 
Keenan. 

“Syria is in constant contact 
with Iranian government 
officials and we are also in con- 
tact with the Irish government,” 
Sharaa said. 

'We are exerting efforts and 
we hope that these efforts will be 
successful,” he said. 

Asked when a release might 
lake place. Sharaa said: “I can't 
tell you anything now." 

A similar spate of Israeli air 
raids preceded the release of 
American hostages Robert Pol- 
hiil and Frank Reed in April. 

Bui pro-Iranian political sour- 
ces told Reuters in Beirut the 
Israeli raids would not affect toe 
release. They said that despite 
four days of silence by the kid- 
nappers since the Irna report on 
Saturday, a hostage would be 
freed. 

Ireland's neutrality and its 
diplomatic moves towards Iran 
in toe six months it held the 
presidency of the European 
Community made Keenan a lik- 
ely choice to be freed, source 
said. 


Arafat’s Force 17 behind bombing 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, July II, (AP): Israel 
supplied int-'lligence information to the United 
States indicatk g that an elite military unit within the 
PLO was behind a fatal bombing in a Jerusalem 
market last May, an informed Israeli sources said 
yesterday. 

Defence Ministry spokesman Dan Naveh 
declined comment, saying. “We do not comment on 
such issues like exchanges of intelligence informa- 
tion between us and the United States.” 

Officials in Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir's 
office said they did not know of any such informa- 
tion. 

The May 28 bombing came two days prior to a 
failed speedboat attack on Israeli beaches by a 
splinter Pales tin e liberation Organization faction. 

A refusal by PLO chairman Yasser Arafat to 
condemn that raid led to toe suspension of the 
United States' 18-month dialogue with the PLO, 

launched after Arafat renounced terrorism. ^ 

The Israeli source, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said that toe pipe bombing on a' 


Jerusalem vegetable market was toe action of Force 
17, an elite military unit set up by ArafaL 

This information was passed on to the United 
States and likely played a role in President George 
Bush's decision to cut off toe US-PLO dialogue, the 
source said. 

He said that a proof of this might be seen in 
President George Bush’s June 19 announcement 
regarding the suspension of US-PLO dialogue, in 
which Bush referred to more than one terror attack. 

One eldery man was killed and nine other Israelis 
wounded in toe blast which ripped through the 
packed Mahane Yehuda vegetable market. Police 
detained scores of Palestinian suspects, but no one 
has yet been charged with the attack. 

The Islamic Jihad, a non-PLO fundamentalist 
group, claimed responsibility for toe bombing. 
Israeli newspapers, however, said a day after the 
attack that security officials suspected it was the 
work of the PLO's mainstream Fatah group, headed 
by Arafat.

Dynamite Disney 


formula clicks

IT is doubtful whether Walt Disney would approve 
of aU the films made by his company nowadays, 
especially the releases from the Touchstone' aim, 
which specialises in family films. On the other hand 
he could hardly disapprove of the tremendous suc- 
cess of this company which has recently produced 
such foils as Dead Poet's Society, Look Who's 
Talking, Honey I Shrunk the Kids. Three Fugiiirives 
etc. Although the company has diverted somewhat 
from his idea of entertainment that all the family 
could watch together, the fairytale endings are still 
mandatory, as can be seen in the latest success Pretty 
Women, However, in order to modernise this Cin- 
derella story, the scriptwriter has seen fit to update 
the rags-to-riches plot by combining it with a 
modem sexual fantasy, that of the hooker with a 
heart of gold. The result is a charming blend of 
risque comedy and sentimentality, which has 
worked dynamite at the box office. 

Like the fairytale it is. the film gets off to a 
somewhat improbable start, with wealthy New 


is an attempt to satirise the teen rock films of the 50s 
and 60s, but somewhere the attempt falls flat. The 
story centres on the friction between two 1950s teen 
gangs which develops into battle when leader of the 


York corporatejaider Edward (played by hearth-

During the ensuing seven 
days, she progresses from raunchy streetwalker to 
society woman, primarily from meandering down 
Rodeo Drive with Gere'e credit card. But much of 
the fun of her transformation is provided by her 
interaction with various characters — Hector, an 
officious but sympathetic hotel manager. Patrick, a 
■ noisy elevator operator, and Larry, a sycophantic 
store manager, who raises toadying to a new height. 
Ultimately, however, it is the chemistry provided by 
the understated acting of Gere and the coarse sweet- 
ness of Roberts' performance that makes the film 
work. 

Nuns on the Run was a suprprise hit in the US 
earlier this year, although its success in Britain was 
fairly predictable with stars such as Eric Idle and 
Robbie Coltrane. The iwo lovable robbers are dis- 
illusioned with a life of crime and decide to take the 
loot from the next job. flee to Rio and go straight. 
The only hitch is that their unforgiving boss and a 
triad gang from whom the money was stolen are in 
hot pursuit. Their only means of escape is imperson- 
ating nuns and lying low in a convent. Unfortun- 
ately. Brian won't rest until he has reconciled with 
his new myopic girlfriend, and his attempts to meet 
her lead to the inevitable dangerous consequences. 
In spite of several scenes of high comedy, i thought 
the whole thing was a bit lukewarm and hackneyed, 
but when I also thought that about the recent 
American film in a similar vein — We're No Angels 
with Robert De Niro and Sean Penn. Both have 
proved their value at the box office and will no doubt 
do the same on video.

the rival Squares. Everything is finally settled in an 
all or nothing chicken race, presumably the over- 
tones of Blackboard Jungle. West Side Story. Grease 
etc. are intentional. If so. where is the funny side? 
What the film does have going is a group of support- 
ing actors including ex-porn queen Traci Lords, and 
some lively and evocative musical numbers. 

Emily Lloyd was tipped as a hot new talent from 
Britain after her success in Wish You Were Here 
(banned in Kuwait) two years ago. In Chicago Joe 
and the Showgirl, she plays opposite Kiefer Suth- 
erland as the teenage stripper who, during the war 
years, was involved in a sensational murder case 
with her. G.l. boyfriend. Soon after the two meet, 
their relationship takes a sinister turn as they 
embark on an indiscriminate journey into crime to 
fulfil their sexual fantasies. Sutherland is gratified 
by the pleasure Lloyd takes in the senseless crimes he 
is asked to commit, and the murder of an innocent 
taxi driver is the final consequence. Unfortunately, 
Lloyd does not have the range of depth in her acting 
to bea credible low-life tart whose movie-fed dreams 
cause her to encourage murder, and the direction of 
the film is ponderous. 

Much more exciting and adapted to the small 
screen is The Last of the Finest, starring Brian 
Dennehy. Bill Faxton, Jeff Fahey and Joe Pan- 
toliano as a group of L. A. cops who are banned from 
the force when they stumble upon a drug ring with 
ties to their own superiors. They stay on the case 
nevertheless, providing some tough action and grip- 
ping suspense. 

Yet another highly acclaimed movie to hit the 
video shops this week is Kenneth Branagh's version 
of Shakespeare's Henry V. The film was nominated 
for several Oscars and the question of whether 
Branagh is the new Olivier or not has become one of 
the most boring topics of conversation. However 
good his acting may be, as a director, he still has a 
long way to go. The film suffers from repetetive 
battle scenes and slow motion instead of fast action, 
and in spite of the freedom offered by cinema 
technique, the whole film seems to be shot on a large 
stage. However, that said, the energy provided by a 
slarspangled cast gives Shakespeare's heroic drama 
a gutsy feeling which a more esoteric handling may 
have missed. Judi Dench. Derek Jacobi, Ian Holm, 
Brian Blessed. Paul Schofield and others help make 
a gripping and spine-tingling British anthem, which 
should join others such as A Man for Alt Seasons and 
Man ■ Queen of Scots, as a staple part oF Christmas 
TV.' 

Now that the football has finally finished, sports 
fans may want to catch up on the other events which 
have been happening during the same period, 
namely the French Open and Wimbledon for tennis 
fans and the US Open for golfers.

Bush, speajang at a summit-ending news conference, said the leaders 
agreed that “fundamental reform of agriculture is critical*' to complet- 
ing a four-year effort to fundamentally reform world trading rules. 

Biish also said the leaders are "committed to maintain our personal 
involvement” in the trade talks. 

Bush who read excerpts From the final communique at tee formal 
dosing of the summit, praised his colleagues for their co-operation in 
wokring out their differences. 

“It’s a fine text,” said French presidential spokesman Hubert 
Vcdrine of the leaders* final communique. “It’s a compromise tha t truly 
reflects the concerns of ail the participants.” 

The leaders met with their ministers for 30 minutes thk morning, 
shorter than scheduled, as they put tee last touches on the commun- 
ique. It was the 1 6th annual meeting of European, Japanese and North 
American leaders. 

The leaders expressed pleasure at moves toward democracy and a 
free-market economy in Eastern Europe during the past year, and said 
they stood ready to support such change elsewhere. 

But they said their efforts to help Eastern Europe will not weaken 
teeir commitment to the Third World's economic development. 

Bush noted that the next summit would be held in London in 1 991 . 
After he read the excerpts, the leaders adjourned to hold individual 
news conference. 

The final minutes of the summit were devoted to reaching agreement 
on several issues pertaining to cleaning up pollution and protecting the 
environment, Vedrine said. A British spokesman said the outstanding 
environmental issues were “minor.” 

The leaders committed themselves to a world-wide forestry protec- 
tion plan. Reflecting sharp differences, however, tee communique 
failed to set a specifics course for stopping global warming. 

But the communique omitted any specific ceilings on greenhouse 
emissions, which the Europeans had sought. , 

The communique holds out tee hope that Western leaders may offer 
further financial aid to President Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Officials said Bush would give a “positive response” to Gorbachev, 
who wrote Bush before the summit urging tee leaders to support his 
attempts to move tee Soviet Union toward democracy ana a free-, 
market economy. 

White House spokesman Marlin Fitzwater said Bush would proba- 
bly send Gorbachev a letter with the summit's final communique. Bush 
also said he would telephone the Soviet leader in the weeks ahead. 

“We ... agreed that further Soviet decisions to introducemore radical 
steps toward a market-oriented economy, to shift resources substan- 
tially away from the military sector, and to cut support to nations 
promoting regional conflicts will all improve tee prospect for meaning- 
ful and sustained economic assistance, it said. 

US officials had insisted on the reference to nations promoting 
regional conflicts as a way of stressing American concern about 
. Moscow's S5JrillioninannuaJ support, tp Fidel Castro's Cuba.

launched a bold and potentially 
expensive plan yesterday to ease 
the debt burden of a host of coun- 
tries ranging from Poland to 
Jamaica. 

President Francois Mitterrand 
called on hb fellow lenders in the 
group of seven leading industrial- 
ised democracies to lighten the 
debts teat their g overnm ents are 
owed by so-called middle-income 
countries. 

“We most now, here in Hous- 
ton, take a new step forward,” a 
French statement on tee Mit- 
terrand plan said. “It’s time to 
round out tee mechanisms teat we 
have gradually put in place.” 

In 1988 tee group of seven — 
the United States, Japan, West 
Germany, France, Britain, Italy 
and Canada — agreed at their 
summit in Toronto to easier terms 
on the official debts owed by the 
worid*a poorest countries. 

Last year the Paris summits 
endorsed a plan, drawn up by US 
Treasury Secretary Nicholas 
Brady, to reduce tee value of the 
loans owed to commercial banks 
by Ug debtors inch as Brazil and 
Mexico. 

But, Mitterrand said, some 
countries have fallen b e tw een the 
cracks, inellgDde tor the two plans 
because they arc not poor enongh 
or owe most of their debt to gover- 
mnent creditors. 

“How can we fall to see teat 
there is an anomaly in tee present 
arrangements for handling debt?” 
Mitterrand asked his counter- 
parts ou tee second day of their 
three-day summit. 

To ping tee gap, he proposed the 
government creditors choose 
among three options — r eda c tion 
of tee principal amount of the 
loan, a lower annual lateral rate 
ami a combination of “sribstna- 
tial” new credits and the ra- 
chednUng of old debts. 

Only countries following 
co u rageous economic recovery 
programmes approved by tee 
International Monetary Fund 
would qualify for debt conces- 
sions, Mitterrand stressed. 

Developing nations have a total 
foreign debt of about SL2 triUbtt. 
Ofteat,about$150btiKonisowed 
to governments and official export 
credit agencies by ^dfle-facooK 
debtors sack as Jamaica, 
Cameroon and Ivory Coast, 
according to a senior Frebcfa 
offidaL 

But he said it was impossible to 
estimate the cost to governments 
of the Mitterrand pUn, if it were 
adopted, because its principles 
would not be applied mechan- 
ically. 

Rather, creditors would 
negotiate debt-reduction deals on 
a case-by-case basis, just as com- 
mercial banks have done in apply- 
ing the Brady plan. 

But the cost could be huge. 
Poland, which owes $30 billion to 
Western governments, has asked 
for an 80 per cent write-down to 
free- money for investment in Its 
ailing economy- 

Weston governments, afraid 
that everyone would fine up for 
rettef if they agree to the principle 
of concessions, have in tee past 
turned down French calls for refief 
from Poland and other middfe- 
iscome debtors. 


Iran and France discuss billion-dollar debt dispute 




NICOSIA, July 1 1 , (Reuter): Iran and France have 
held another round of talks to resolve a long-stand- 
ing billion-dollar money row, the Iranian news 
agency Ima said today. 

It said Iran's Deputy Foreign Minister Mahmoud 
Vaezi and the top civil servant in the French Foreign 
Ministry. Francois Schser, declined to comment 
after their talks in Paris last night. 

They agreed to meet again in Tehran at an uns- 
pecified date, the agency said. 

The talks centre bn repayment of the last part of a 

billion-dollar loan given by the late Shah oflran in 


1 974 to the French Atomic Energy Commission and 
compensation claims by French firms for contracts 
cancelled after Iran's 1979 revolution. 

France has so far repaid $630 million of the loan. 
The payments helped win the release of the last 
French hostages held by pro-Iranian groups in 
Lebanon in May 1988. 

Vaezi and Scheer have held several roundsof talks 
on the dispute over the past two years. 

Irna. said the two also discussed developments in 
Lebanon. Afghanistan and Iran- Iraq peace talks at 
their latest meeting. 


At a news conference wrapping up three days of talks. Bush said Gorbachev "ought to view the outcome 
of this summit very positively." 

The president said he had already sent Gorbachev a cable, and warned to talk with him a bo in the derisions 
made at the economic summit.

July li, (AP): The 
government today ordered the 
financially troubled Petra Bank 
closed and transferred all its 
accounts to u state-owned bank. 

The government-uppoinled 
Economic Security Committee, 
chaired by Finance Minister Bas- 
se! Jardaneh. announced that 
customers' deposits will be 
available through the Housing 
Bunk later in July. 

The announcement followed 
weeks of speculations that Petra 
Bank, once the country's second 
largest bank, was to announce its 
bankruptcy as a result of a 280 
million-dinar (S4 1 7 million) debt 
burden. 

A government-appointed 
Petra Bank committee said in a 
memorandum to the bank's 
administration, made available 
to the Associated Press, that all 
bank transactions were frozen 
until July 21 when the Housing 
Bank will “take over Petra 
accounts" and make deposits 
available. 

Central Bank Governor 
Mohammed said Nabulsi and 
the finance minister confirmed 
the report but both abstained 
from commenting on the 
decision. 

Nabulsi told the stale-owned 
Petra news agency that the 
government “chose the Housing 
Bank because it is one of the most 
efficient national banking ins- 
titutions and ii possesses the 
widest network of branches in 
the kingdom." 

He affirmed that Petra Bank 
customers “were free to invest 
and deal with their deposits the 
way they wished." 

Nabulsi also said all Petra 
Bank employees would be com- 
pensated “by absorbing them in 
other state-owned banks” or in 
future new banks. 

Government officials had said 
recently.that Petra was to be sold 
this summer to an offshore finan- 
cial institution “which will 
operate under a new name and a 
new management in the king- 
dom." 

t he economic Security Com- 
mittee, which functions under 
remnants of a 23-year-old mar- 
tial law, took over Petra Bank 
last year and appointed a govern- 
ment committee to m ana ge the 
institution. 

The action came after the com- 
mittee accused the bank's foun- 
der, Iraqi-born businessman 
Ahmad Chalaby, of misman- 
agement and of currency 
speculation that damaged the 
Jordanian dinar. It a ccused 
Chalaby of smuggling bank 
money out of Jordan.

Bankers 
to study 
UK plan 
for EMU 

BASLE, Switzerland. July 11. 
(Reuter): European Economic 
Community central bank gover- 
nors agreed yesterday to con- 
sider "Britain’s alternative 
proposals for European Mon- 
etary Union (EMU). Bank of 
England Governor Robin Leigh- 
Pemberton said. 

Leigh-Pemberton told repor- 
ters the EEC governors decided 
to refer the proposals to their 
“committee of alternates." a 
group of experts who do the 
groundwork ahead of their meet- 
ings. 

The experts will draw up a 
report for the governors in time 
for an EEC conference on mon- 
etary union in Italy in December. 

Asked if he had expected a 
more positive response to 
Britain's proposals. Leigh-Pem- 
berton said: “No. no, this is very 
much what I anticipated as being 
the likely outcome.” 

The plan calls for the creation 
of a “hard ECU" (European 
Currency Unit) to circulate as a 
parallel currency to the existing 
12 EEC currencies and to be 
administered by a European 
Monetary Fund. 

It was announced lasL month 
by British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer (Finance Minister) 
John Major. 

Leigh-Pemberton was speak- 
ing after the EEC governors held 
their monthly meeting aL the 
Basle-based Bank (for Inter- 
national Settlements (BIS). 

It was the first time he had 
face-to-face talks with the other 
central bankers, apart from Bun- 
desbank Governor Karl-Ollo 
Poehl. since the British plan was 
announced. 

Major has also been lobbying 
EEC leaders attending the group 
of seven economic summit in 
Houston on his plan. 

The proposals drew a cool res- 
ponse at last month's EEC sum- 
mit in Dublin as they challenge a 
report drawn up by EEC com- 
mission President Jacques 
Delors. 

That report foresees a single 
European currency and single 
monetary policy under the con- 
trol of a European Central Bank 
or “Euro-Fed." 


The British have presented 
their plan ■- which would allow 
the ECU to be used alongside 
national currencies — as a more 
evolutionary approach. 

They say this would be more 
realistic than the Delors plan, 
since political, economic and 
social differences between EEC ’ 
countries would make it hard to 
run a single monetary policy.

'Perfect’ diamond 


Brink of revolution 

N EW YORK, July 1 1 . (UPI): General EiectricCo. yesterday unveiled a 
‘perfect’ synthetic diamond, with record heat conduction and isolation 
properties that are expected to change the electronics, laser and 
communications industries. 

"GE is on the brink of a revolution.... a revolution in terms of state- 
of-the-art diamond technology.” said Walter Robb, senior vice- 
president for Corporate Research and Development. “Our research 
and development team has invented the isolopically pure diamond, 
putting us light years ahead of our competition.” 

Diamonds, the hardest substance produced by nature, are made of 
carbon, mostly isotope C- 1 2. and offer two properties rarely found in a 
single substance — heat conductivity and thermal isolation. 

- GE said its scientific breakthrough was to produce diamonds with- 
out the presence of isolopeC-13, a heavier element in diamonds which 
-reduces the’ crystal’s ability, to conducl heaL The.FairfieId^Coniiec-' 
ticut-based company said its diamond is 99.9 per cent free of isotope C- 
1 3 and. therefore, is virtually pure. 

“We 3re currently exploring applications in a variety of potential 
markets.” Robb said. “One such market is electronics." 

Powerful electronic components are vulnerable to heal, but pure 
crystals could expand both their lifespan and efficiency because of the 
diamonds' increased ability to absorb the heat. 

“For instance, by attaching a slab of diamond directly to an 
electronic device, heat can be conducted to a block where it dissipates.” 
Robb said. 

Lasers would be a prime application for the new diamonds. 


Britain joins fray 

Investment in East Europe 


LONDON. July 1 1, (Reuter): British companies are 
finally rising to investment opportunities in Eastern 
Europe after being caught napping when the region 
opened up so dramatically last year. 

"The British have been very slow to get in. but 
there's been a big uptake in the past year.” said John 
Howell, director of accountants Ernst and Young's 
Eastern Europe Division. 

in a fast-changing landscape, many firms found 
their lack orcultur land historic lies unhelpful. 

While Austria is reviving its Habshurg dynasty 
links with Hungary and Czechoslovakia, and West 
German firms are eagerly rushing into East Ger- 
many ahead of full unification. Britain has found 
itself out of step with much of Europe. 

The Department of Trade and Industry says there 
are 60 British joint ventures in Poland out of a 
Western total of9O0 and 85 out of more than 1 .000 in 
the Soviet Union. 

The government's London-based East European 
Trade Council counts 15 in Hungary, out of a 
Western total of 1 .000. 

“Many British firms are rather conservative. It 
lakes them some time to get into new areas." said 
one Eastern Europe industrial analyst. 

“But as a more formal private sector develops. 
UK consultancy firms and merchant banks are 
going to become more involved and will gradually 
bring British business in with them." he said. 

Czechoslovakia and Britain signed an investment 
support and protection agreement on Tuesday, July 
10. in which they pledged to help investors from 
either country and to create favourable conditions 
forcapiLal investments. 

Britain has already signed a similar accord with 
Hungary, ensuring that profits can be repatriated. 

Under communist rule. East European countries 
were seen in the West as virtually the same , but 
investors are finding this isn’t the case. 

“A different strategy is required for each coun- 
try.” Howell saod. . “Individuality is emerging faster 
than the Comecon (the Soviei-led tradingbloc) links 
are breaking down.” 

One major British export to the region is know- 
how. Management consultants from accountants 


KPMG Peat Marwick McLintock have been work- 
ing with Yugoslav corporation Gorenje since May 
1989 on an overhaul of its business strategy and 
management structure. 

Several other British accountancy firms are find- 
ing their domestic experience of privatisation is 
being called into use. 

Some British companies also see opportunities in 
mechanical engineering, in which there has been so 
much technical advance for East European firms to 
miss out on. 

Telfos Holdings PLC, through its subsidiary 
Hunslet Holdings, bought 52 percent of Hungary’s 
Ganz Locomotive and Carriage Works a year ago to 
form tbre Ganz-Hunslet RT joint venture. The 
remaining 49-percent is owned by Hungarian banks. 

Hunslet chairman Edward Duke told a recent 
confederation of British industry conference his 
company hit problems in three main areas — it was 
the first to test a new legal framework for foreign 
investment, there were differences in accounting 
practice and the right staff were heard to find. 

Duke also cited poor communications systems, 
language problems and supply problems from state- 
owned companies. 

Ernst and Young stressed the importance of an 
adequate feasibility study to identity problems 
before they arise. 

“Nobody ever looks far beyond the technical and 
economic assessment of a particular project.” 
Howell said. 

Potential investors are finding it difficult to 
establish the performance of a business or the value 
of an asset 

Bookkeeping and financial reporting have in the 
past been used to show how an enterprise is faring 
against a pre-set plan rather than a means of establi- 
shing profit or loss. 

The confusion that can result is illustrated by the 
cancellation earlier this year of the sale of half 
Hungary’s state Hungar Hotelschain to the Swedish 
hotel group Quintus. 

The Hungarian government intervened to reverse 
the sale after it was decided that the price, based on 
an asset valuation by Emsi and Young, was far too 
low.

— The -US- subsidiaries together 
paid S5.6 billion in tax, a rate of 
less than 1 per cent of then- 
income. The typical $35,000-*- 
year family paid at the rate of 
about 10 per cent daring the same 
period, according to IRS 
estimates. 

The IRS submitted the new 
infonutian to the Hoase Ways 
and Means Oversight Subcom- 
mittee, which for nine months has 
been investigating the extent of 
tax dodging by some of the neatly 
45.000 foreign companies that 
operate subsidiaries in this cotm- 
try. 

The subcommittee zeroed to on 
36 US distributors of foreign cars, 
motorcycles and electronics, 
which accounted for a combined 
$35 billion in retaS sales in 1986. 

“Some of the companies inves- 
tigated have been operating in the 
United States for years and have 
never sent a check to Unde Sam 
for one thin dime in corporate 
income taxes,” said Congressman 
JJ. Pickle, a Texas Democrat 
who is chairman of (he subcom- 
mittee. 

“They have failed to pay taxes 
despite the fact they have profited 
Grom selling billions of dollars of 
cars, motorcycles, stereos, telev- 
isions, VCRs, microwaves and 
other products to the Am eri c an 
consumer,” Pickle said. 

Investigators said the main fac- 
tor in the companies 1 abifity to 
avoid taxes was “transfer pric- 
ing” — a practice in which a sub- 
sidiary typically pays an 
artifiriaDy inflated price for goods 
purchased from its overseas 
parent. The result is a lower taxa- 
Meprofit in the United States. 

Government officials have 
known for some time that foreign- 
owned companies generally pay a 
considerably lower tax rate than 
domestic firms. 

Members of Congress are eye- 
ing that money* — and even 
greater amounts they say coeld be 
obtained with stiffer enforcement 
— as one way to cot the budget 
deficit 

“Before Congress acts to raise 
taxes on the average citizen in 
order to reduce the deficit, we 
should be sore that US sub- 
sidiaries are paying their fair 
share of the current tax load,” 
con g resanan Richard Schulze, a 
Pennsylvania Republican, said at 
the bearing yesterday. 


SA’s Anglo smaller, less powerful than critics think 


JOHANNESBURG, July I MReutcri: The Anglo 
American Corporation of South Africa, the coun> 
trys largest company, argued today against calls 
for anti-trust legislation or nationalisation, saying 
it was smaller and less powerful than its critics 
think.

"The figure is grossly exaggerated by double- 
counting and other errors.” he said in his 1990 
chairman's statement. 

“In fact the proportion of JSE shares constituted 
by Anglo American and Associates and the com- 
panies they ’control’ is no more than 30 per cent."

This was reiterated in Nehru’s -

desire to impose our will on 
Kashmir but to leave ‘final: 
decision lo the people of Kash- ■ 
mir.” 1 : 

In another lelegrainme to 
Liaqat Ali Khan on Nov 8, 1947, 
Nehru said: .... the governments, 
of India and Pakistan should; 
make a joinuequest to. UNO to . ... 
undertake a plebiscite in Kash- 
mir at ihe.eariiest possible date.” 


The United Nations' Security 
Council did not recognise the 
. accession of Kashmir by India. 

. in a resolution on Kashmir, pas- 
sedon April 21, 1948,-noted with 
satisfaction that both India and 
Pakistan desire that the question 
of die Accession of Jammu and 
Kashmir should - be decided 
throu^i the democratic method 
of free hnd impartial plebiscite. 

The Council recommended to 
'■ the ^governments of India- and 
Pakistan.'!., to create proper con- 
: .ditiqus -for.a free an d trq partial.; 
r 'piabisdfe to decide whether thfe* 
Slate of Jammu and Kashmir is 
to accede to I ndia or Pakistah. 

The resolution called for the' 
appointment' of a plebiscite 
’ Administrator and detailed the 
procedure for plebiscite. 

Tri January 1948, the Security. 
Council established the United 
Nations Commission for India 
, and Pakistan (UNCIP) with a 1 
mandate to prereedtotbe Spot as 
quickly ‘as possibly but it look 
uhduly long-time to be formed.

In another resolution on Jan 5, 
1949 the UNCIP said that the ■ 

. Secretary General of the United 
- Nations will, in agreement with 
the Commission, nominate a 
.Plebiscite Administrator who 
will be formally appointed lo 
office by the ■ government of ■ 
Jammu and Kashmir. 

In press communique, issued 
on Jan 7, 1949, the UNCIP com- , 
'mended “the governments of 
~ India and Pakistan for their 
endeavour le reach a friendly 
and peaceful solution of the 
Kashmir problem." 

.In short, India accepted UN 
resolutions for the holding of a 
■ plebiscite in Kashmir in a free 
and impartial manner under the 
.United Nations. But at the same 
time India spared no efforts to 
frustrate UN initiatives to carry 
.out its responsibilities to make 
arrangements for holdi ng a pleb- 
iscite.

And’ now, it' is suggested by 
India lobbyists that Pakistan has 
shelved the Kashmir issue by sig- 
ning the Simla Agreement with 
India in 1972. Contrary. to this 
suggestion,; ,the accord recogn- 
ises the position of either side on 
the issue and specifically men- 
tions that a .final solution to the 
Kashmir issue has to be found. 

The accord says: "The basic 
issues and causes of conflict 
which have , bedeviled the rela- 
tions between the two countries 
for the last -25 years shall be 
resolved by peaceful means.” 

The accord did not preclude 
the settlement of the Kashmir 
issue by the. international com- 
munity as was. claimed by the . 
Indian authorities.

a sustained period of repression and the 
arrest of political leaders, including 
Benazir, who was imprisoned in March 
1981. She remained under detention until 
January 1984, when, due to serious health 
problems she was obliged to seek medical 
treatment in the United Kingdom. 

From exile abroad Benazir continued 
to direct the opposition to the military 
regime. She also decided to restructure 
the PPP, her objective was to strengthen 
the channels of communication and 
consultation at grass roots level and to 
involve parly cadres in the decision 
making process. Her task was made more 
difficult by the frequent depletion of 
party members due to mass arrests and 
intimidation by the military regime. 

Benazir also played a significant role in 
taking the cause of Pakistan’s aborted 
democracy to various international 
forums. With the constant 
encouragement of civil and human rights 
organisations, both at home and abroad, 
Benazir forged a powerful coalition of 
popular support. She returned to 
Pakistan in April 1986. 

The turning point in the struggle to 
restore democracy to Pakistan came with 
the death of General Zia-ui-Haq in a 
plane crash in August 1988. After ten 
years of dictatorship he had finally 
promised to hold elections and yet still 
refused to allow political parties lo 
participate. The Supreme Court of 
Pakistan, however, ruled in favour of 
party-based polls on October 2, 1988. 

The way was thus finally open for 
Benazir's PPP and other political parties 
to campaign freely. 

General elections were held in Pakistan 
on November 16,1988; the Pakistan 
People's Party won a majority of seats in 
the National Assembly and Benazir was 
invited by President Ghulam Ishaq Khan

bom in Karachi on June 21. 1953. After 
completing her early education in 
Pakistan, she attended RaddilTe College 
in Cambridge, Massachusetts (1969-73) 
and Lady Margaret Hall. Oxford ( 1973- 
77). In December 1976 she became the 
first Asian woman to become President of 
the Oxford Union, the prestigious 
debating society, where other important 
international figures distinguished 
themselves in their student days. As well 
as obtaining a degree in philosophy, 
politics and economics, she also 
completed a course in international law 
and diplomacy at Oxford. 

Before the military coup of 1977. 
Benazir's intention was to enter 
Pakistan's Foreign Service. However, the 
circumstances of her father's deposition 
and subsequent death, caused her to take 
up a role at centre stage. Throughout the 
years in opposition, she pledged to 
transform Pakistani society by focussing 
attention on programmes for health, 
social welfare and education for the 
under-privileged. 

The early month ofPrime Minister 
Benazir's government have displayed her 
understanding ofthe political art of 
compromise and conciliation. She has 
emphasised the need to heal past wounds 
and put an end to the divisions in 
Pakistani society, which characterised the 
last decade of dictatorship in Pakistan. 

She has forbidden any policy of revenge 
or vendetta against her political 
opponents. 

Prime Minister Benazir has ensured the 
restoration of the constitutional principle 
of freedom of association by lifting the 
ban on student unions in the universities 
and on trade union activities imposed 
under the military dictatorship. She has 
upheld freedom of expression by 
liberalising the policies of the 
government-owned media arid preparing 
the ground, work for thp.future autonomy 


of electronic media. She has also 
instructed her law officers to initiate 
measures for the separation ofthe 
judiciary from the executive Ihus 
guaranteeing the future independence 
and integrity of the courts. She also 
intends lo work toward reducing 
discrimination in all sections of society 
between men and women. 

Despite acute shortage of public funds 
which accompanied her takeover of the 
government. Benazir has launched a 
massive nation-wide programme of 
reform in the health and education 
sectors, the ‘People's Programme.' Her 
government intends lo finance this 
programme by stringent cuts in non- 
productive government expenditures and 
by a planned decrease in inflated slate 
subsidies. She also plans lo implement a 
policy package of privatisation as well as 
measures designed to increase growth. 
These policies should yield the necessary 
funds tor future reform in the social 
sectors. 

Prime Minister Benazir has become 
part of popular folklore as a woman of 
courage and conviction. A side effect of 
the iremendous popularity she enjoys 
world-wide is a place in the International 
Hall of Fame in San Francisco, and the 
wax figure, soon lo be unveiled, in 
Madame Tussaud's wax museum in 
London. 

She is the author of two books ‘Foreign 
Policy in Perspective’ ( 1 978) and her 
autobiography. ‘Daughter of the East’ 
(1989). Several collections of her speeches 
and works have been compiled, the most 
recent being The Way Out' (1988). She is 
recipient of the Bruno Kreisky Award for 
Human Rights conferred in Vienna in 
1988 and the Honorary Phi Beta Kappa 
Award (1989) presented by RaddilTe 
College. Honorary fellowships have been 
conferred on her by Lady Margaret Hall 
and St Catherine's College, Oxford. 
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Investment climate improves 


Freed of constraints, red tape 


A DRAMATIC improvement in 
Pakistan’s overall investment 
outlook has occurred during the 
‘last year. The advent of 
democracy has given an impetus 
to privatisation and the market 
economy has been freed of many 
constraints. A number of 
measures have been taken to lure 
jocal and foreign investors to ass- 
ist in the re-building of the econ- 
omy. 

The entrepreneurs have res- 
ponded favourably to the 
improvement in the investment 
climate. The Board of Invest- 
ment (BOl) set up by the Govern- 
ment and headed by die Prime 
Minister has, during its first year 
of existence, approved invest- 
ment proposals to the tune of Rs 
66 billion. This is unprecedented 
in the nation's history. Almost 
half of these investments will be 
funded by foreign sources. 
Japan, the Gulf states, Europe 
and the USA have all shown a 
keen interest in investment 
opportunities in Pakistan. The 
projects already approved are 
mainly in the fields of chemicals, 
oil related products, phar- 
maceuticals and engineering. All 
these projects will greatly 
influence the future growth of the 
country. 

Bureaucratic inertia and red- 
tap; sm, which bad frightened 
potential investors are being 
done away with. Many projects 
that have failed to get off the 
ground due to these impediments 
have been given the go-ahead. 
These include a car manufactur- 
ing plant, a huge hydrocracker 
plMU and a container terminal at 
Port Qasim. All these capital 
intensive projects will come to 
fruition with foreign collabora- 
tion and finance. 

The deregulation of the econ- 
omy has been given top priority 
in the agenda of reforms 
prepared by the PPP Govern- 
ment. No official approval is 
now required for projects involv- 
ing an investment of up to Rs 1 
billion. Similarly, projects that 
can be financed by granting 49 
percent equity to a foreign inves- 
tor does not need government 
sanction. Projects that are larger 
and require huge capital outlays 
t ha veto be referred to the BOl for 
approval. These however, con-

siiiutc only 20 per cent of the 
overall investment taking place 
in the country. In oue full swoop 
the PPP Government has 
removed a major impediment, to 
investment Once a feasibility j$ 
submitted to a financial institu- 
tion, financial sanction or refusal 
has to come within two months. 
• The cumbersome and mul- 
titiered procedures that charac- 
terised the economy are a thing of 
the past. The BOl approves all 
applications submitted to it 
within a month. In effect it is a 
one window operation. By assur- 
ing the representation of finance 
institutions on the BOl, the 
Government has streamlined the 
entire procedure. A monitoring 
cell ana agencies that can assist in 
providing the necessary infras- 
tructure for the entrepreneur's 
project are also represented on 
the BOl. These changes have 
made the execution of projects 


swifter than at any time in the 
past. 

• Restrictions have also been 
removed on royalty, technical 
fees, consultancy charges which 
are left at the entrepreneurs' dis- 
cretion. The ceiling on wages and 
charges to foreign experts has 
also been abolished. This has 
obviously gone a long way in 
attracting some of the best minds 
to come to Pakistan and use their 
expertise for the benefit of the 
country. 

• The democratic government 
has done away with thecondition 
that any project based on impor- 
ted raw material in excess of SO 
per cent of the total requirement 
would require government 
approval. 

• A 100 per cent equity is all- 
owed to foreign entrepreneurs 
for investment based on sophis- 
ticated technology. A foreign 
investor who wishes to bring m 


SI 00 milli on does not have to 
seek official permission to do so. 

• The debt-equity ratio has been 
changed from 60:40 to 70:30 for 
the benefit of new entrepreneurs 
who rely on state owned banks 
and financial institutions for fun- 
ding. 

• Existing industries in the 
private sector will no longer have 
to seek government approval for 
expansion, rehabilitation, 
modernisation or balancing. 
Multinational companies that 
are constantly restructuring their 
strategies will greatly benefit 
from this measure. However, a 
ceiling for expansion will be laid. 
An official study now underway 
on the experience of Thailand 
and Singapore will determine the 
size of the ceiling. The private 
sector can now enj oy some of the 
benefits that were reserved for 
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has reacted to all these measures 
with enthusiasm. .The tot^l tur- 
nover of shares till the end of 
November 1989 were listed at 
180 million shares. The previous 
year’s comparative figure stood 
at 169 million shares. In value 
terms the turnover increased 
from Rs 7,000 million to Rs 8,000 
milli on. A 25 percent increase in 
the number of firms listed is an 
Indicator of the success of the 
Government’s economic 
policies. A third stock exchange 
m Islamabad is on the anvil. 

• A large number of textile and 
sugar mills are being set up and 
will go into prodluctioa in a cou- 
ple of years. 

• It is significant to note that the 
banks in 1989 have given out 40 
pqr cent more loans than in the 
preceding year. This is a reflec- 
tion of the fact that the public 
sector has not borrowed as exten- 
sively as before. The private sec- 
tor is primarily responsible for 
the credit expansion.

The changes that are taking 
place have caught the imagina- 
tion of the foreign investors. 
Soon after Benazir Bhutto 
became Prime Minister, the 
American Ambassador Mr 
Robert Oakley told the 
American Business Council of 
Pakistan (an organisation of the 
top executive cadre of US com- 
panies) that “Pakistan was- 
poised on the brink of opportun- 
ity!’' Many companies are 
already here to seize this oppor- 
tunity. 

The Benazir Government is 
committed to a process of 
gradual privatisation. The pace 
has been steady and has brought 
in the desired results. The finan- 
cial picture which was domin- 
ated by the public sector is being 
retouched to incorporate private 
initiative. Foreign investors are 
also showing a renewed interest 
in entering into joint ventures 
with Pakistani entrepreneurs. 
Five foreign banks have applied 
for permission to open their 
branches in Pakistan . Their entry 
wffi swell the number of foreign 
banks in the country to 21. 

Six investment finance com- 
panies (IFCs) have been issued 
letters of intent by the govern- 
ment.

components. One of the IFCs has 
already gone into operation. 
Three foreign banks nave also 
received approval to float their 
investment companies. Five 
nationalised banks have been 
told to initiate a process of disin- 
vestment. The process will be 
gradual. In the initial stages 5 per 
cent shares will be floated for 
public subscription. The target is 
to eventually disinvest 20 per 
cent of the share holdings and 
place representatives of the 
public on the board of these 


The PPP Government has 
taken bold initiatives by abolish- 
ing longstanding monopolies. 
The decision to allow the private 
sector to enter the field of avia- 
tion and the electronic media is 
being welcomed. Initially a cargo 
airline and an educational TV 
channel are being set up in light 
of this decision. 

The uplift of the poorer, 
deprived sections of the people 
has always been a theme in PPP 
politics. With the help of foreign 
consultants the PPP is studying 
the possibility of offering shares . 
in profitable public enterprises to 
the general public andoorapany *.

A recent study carried out by 
the American Business Council 
(ABC) reveals that die share of 
foreign ■ investment inthe man- 
ufacturing sector stands at 22 per 
cent This sector contribute 20 
per cent to the GDP. Private 
companies are active in the field 
of oil and gas exploration, phar- 
maceutical, chemicals and fer- 
tiliser plants. US companies have 
a large stake in there industries. 

The share of US oil companies 
in the daily output of 43,000 
barrels is 32,000 baiels. This 
, accounts for 75per cent of the oil 
' production in the country. 

The Government has adopted 
a flexible attitude on foreign 


equity investment. Foreign 
equity in multinational sub- 
sidiaries ranges from 51 per cent 
to 75 per cent of the paid up 
capital. Both dividends and 
capital can be repatriated.

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ARCHITECTURE in Pakistan 
is predominantly representative 
of the various periods of M uslhn 
rule. Islam came to the sub-con- 
tinent with Arab conquest in 712 
A.D. It broughL with it a new 
concept of the universe which 
became the fountainhead of aes- 
thetic inspiration pervading all 
manifestations of the creative 
spirit. Relics left behind by 
Paihan and Mughui rulers par- 
ticularly are an eloquent tes- 
timony to the thoughts and 
beliefs which impacted on the 
culture of the sub-continent with 
the arrival of the Muslim con- 
querors. Ai the same time the 
spectacular remains excavated at 
the sites in Moenjodaro and 
Harappa remind of an earlier 
Indus Valley civilisation which 
prevailed in the territories now 
comprising Pakistan. 

Corinthian columns recovered 
from excavations near Taxila 
bear witness to Greek influence* 
on Pakistan architecture. Along 
with this is visible Scythian ana 
Kushan influence in the Buddh- 
ist stupas and monasteries of the 
Gandhara region. Recent 
excavations at Banbhore have 
revealed what is the earliest 
known mosque in the sub-con- 
tinent, built to the Arab plan of 
the Omayyads. Specimens of 
Abbasid an are also found in 
Sind, particularly at Brahman- 
abad, the capital of Abbasid 
Sind. The remnants of fortifica- 
tions, a mosque and ivory chess- 
men found at Brahmanabad 
recall the finds at Samarra. 

A distinct style developed in 
the sub-continent after the foun- 
dation of the Mamluk Sultanate 
at Delhi about the beginning of 
the thirteenth century represen- 
ted a combination of Turkish 
and Iranian influences. In par- 
ticular, the Central Asian or 
Turkish forms and motifs 
dominated architecture under 
'the Khiljis and the T 

^^.^uLjpqsjiueSivSL 

attractive inscriptions from the 
Quran, and arabesque irefoH 
arches are some of the features of 
the Mamluk period. 

Of the still surviving buildings 
ofthe later period of the Mamluk 
Sultanate, the most important 
are the mausoleums of Saint 
Bhauddin Zakaria (D.1261) and 
Shams Tabrezi(D. 1276) at Mul- 
tan. 

Under the KJiilji (1290-1320 
A.D.) and Tughlaq (1320-1414 
A.D.) dynasties, architecture 
assumed a military character. 
The Tughlaqs introduced the 
purely military style in the 
architecture of the fortress, the 
palace and the tomb. The need 
for a proper defence against the 






Mongols and the setting up of a 
highly efficient war machinery 
for the conquest of the whole of 
the Indo- Pakistan sub-contin- 
ent. were probably responsible 
for the new trend. In Pakistan, 
there are some remarkable 
specimens of tomb architecture 
belonging to this period such as 
the mausoleum of Rukn-e-Alara 
at Multan, described as “one of 
most splendid memorials ever 
erected in honour ofthe dead." It 
has tapering walls, sloping cor- 
nertowers, decorated merlons 
and shooting pinnacles. The 
interior has elaborate wood- 
carving with a liberal intermix- 
ture of azure and white glazed 
tiles. At ThaLta, too, the finest 
examples of architecture of this 
period are provided by tombs, 
mostly canopied. 

The features which distinguish 
the architecture of this period are 
circular or polygonal forms, 
extensive use of local materials 
and a rugged simplicity and mas- 
siveness. Geometrical decora- 
tions on the wall suface were also 
employed. Decorative art was 
Anther embellished with script 
and arabesque ornamentation. 
These geometric floral and 
calligraphic motifs were 
reproduced in endless combina- 
tions with zest and vigour. 

The Sayyid dynasty (1414- 
1451 A.D.) and the Lodi dynasty 
(1451 -1526 A.D.) has started 
originally as vassals of the 
Thnurids of Central Asia. They 
broke away from the Tughlaq 
tradition and were mainly 
influenced by Central Asian 
forms and motifs. They built 
mosques and tombs with vertical 
walls and high domes, occasion- 
ally with heavy but no longer 
tapering buttresses. 

The period of greatest 
architectural achievement in 
"Pakistan was the Mughui period. 

WUm of 

, M qgpul giQ&umejits js . , in 
Lahore, called “the queen of 
dues." The oldest building of 
this period in Lahore is the Fort, 
which was built by Emperor 
Akbar. His successors, Jehangir, 
Shah Jehan and Aurangzeb, 
made numerous additions to the 
main building area, the most 
notable being the Pearl Mosque, 
the Naulakha pavilion with its 
fine pietra-dura work, the Shish 
Mahal and the Diwan-i-Khas, all 
built by Shah Jehan. One of the 
late Mughui monuments is the 
Badsbahi Mosque built by 
Emperor Aurangzeb, which is 
regarded as the biggest mosque 
in the world. Jehanmr's 
mausoleum, the Sbalamar, Nur 
Jehan ’s tomb and Wazir Khan's 
mosque are some of the other 
prominent Mughui monuments 
of which Pakistan is proud and 
which are constant reminders of 
the glory that was the Mughui 
Empire. 

The architectural remains of 
the Mughui period at Tbatta, the 
andent capital of Sind, indude 
the Shah Jehan Mosque with its 
unique patterns of blue rile work, 
and the tombs of princes, mini- 
sters, governors and saints in 
brick and sLone. 

Red sandstone and white mar- 
ble were the favourite building 
materials of the Mughuls. The 
main feature of this period are 
bulbous domes, spado usness 
and a liberal use of decoration. 

Some of the modern additions 
to our architectural heritage, 
having marked Islamic features, 
including the Quaid-i- Azam’s 
mausoleum at Karachi, the Shah 
Faisal Mosque at Islamabad, the 
Bhong Masjid at Rahimyar 
Khan and the Aga Khan Medical 
University at Karachi, besides a 
number df other mosques and 
institutions.

T radition of calligraphy 

Aesthetic legacy kept alive 


FEW dvilisations can compare 
with Islam in the patronage of 
the art of writing and book 
production which it endowed 
with a unique artistic value. 
Calligraphers received honours 
which were not accorded to pain- 
ters and sculptors elsewhere and 
their profession was esteemed far 
above other occupations. Kings 
and nobles took pride in cultivat- 
ing the art of calligraphy. The 
loving pens of Muslim historians 
have recorded the names of even 
the minor calligraphers of 
various periods, not to speak of 
the illustrious ones like Ibn 
Muqla (940 AD), Ibn Bawwab 
( 1032 AD)and Yaqut Muslasimi 
(1298 AD). Muslim calligraphy 
had a profound influence on 
Europe, even as early as in the 
days of Harun Al Rashid. The 
Arabic script was used as a 
decorative motif even in chur- 
ches. 

TheKufic script istheoldestof 
Arabic calligraphic styles. It 
appeared on the coins of the 
Omayyads and in the epigraphs 
of early Muslim monuments. 
Transcription of the Quran in 
Kufic gave a grea t impetus to the 
development of the script. In the 
beginning of the third century of 
the Hijra the simple Kufic was 
developed into various forms of 
foliates and floral Kufic. The 
script, both in its simple and 
ornamental forms,- continued to 


be used till after the tenth century 
AD. One of the highly decorative 
forms was Lhe Falimid Kufic, 
which has recently been revived 
in the Sub-continent under the 
patronage of the late Syedna 
Tahir Saifuddin. About this lime 
the Naskh script, with rounded 
characters and level ductus, 
which had itsorigin much earlier, 
became popular in large parts of 
the Muslim world. Naskh was in 
high vogue during Lhe Seljuk 
period, and has since been in use 
in a variety of forms including 
some highly decorative ones. 

In course of lime other styles of 
calligraphy, simple as well as 
decorative, have also developed, 
prominent among them being 
Thulth and Tughra. The latter 
has a number of motifs, such as 
the bow-and-arrow in Tughra, 
and the sailing-ship in the seals of 
the great Turkish sultans. Naskh 
is still used for writing Sindhi, 
Pushto, and Punjabi — three 
regional languages of Pakistan 
— as well as Urdu. , . . 

From Naskh was evolved in 
Iran, in the late fourteenth cen- 
tury AD. the Nastaliq script, 
with a dropping ductus, strongly 
repetitive curvatures and prac- 
tically no straight lines. It was 
invented by Mir Ali of Tabriz 
(late 14th century). Many ofthe 
forty masters called by Prince 
Baisongore (d. 1433) to the 
m Academy, .of,. Artistic . Book 


Production in Herat were disci- 
ples of Mir Ali. whose style was 
propagated by Sultan Ali of 
Mashhad (d. 1513). 

The art of calligraphy was 
brought to the Indo- Pakistan 
Sub-continent by Muslims. It 
was under the Mughuls that this 
an reached the height of its 
development. Calligraphy for- 
med an integral part of the 
curriculum prescribed for 
Mughui princes. 

The sultans of Delhi, such as 
the saintly Nasiruddin Mahmud 
and Mughui emperors such as 
Babar. Shah Jehan and Aurang- 
zeb. practised calligraphy and 
earned distinction for the 
delicacy of their styles. Muham- 
mad Hussain Kashmiri, Abdul 
Rashid Dailmi. Abdul Baqi Al 
Haddad and Mir Punja Kash are 
some of the renowned calligra- 
phers of the sub-continent who 
developed a number of new 
styles, mostly decorative, and 
performed such outstanding 
feats of calligraphy as transcrib- 
ing several Quranic verses on a 
single grain of rice. 

Under the patronage of the 
Muslim rulers of the sub-contin- 
ent calligraphers transcribed, in 
a large variety of styles, the 
Quran, royal memoirs and far- 
mans (decrees), and historical 
and scientific works. 

Farmatts were, generally 
speaking, patents of rank and 


deeds of grant, bearing the 
imperial or royal seal. A farman 
was usually a fixed protocol for- 
mula. It began with a dedication, 
such as the ’Bismillah*. below 
which came the Tughra. usually 
in red ink. containing the name 
and titles of the Sultan in 
ornamental Naskh. Under the 
Mughuls, the great seal gave the 
name and title of the ruling 
emperor in the middle and the 
names of his ancestors up to 
Timur in small circles around it. 
Below the Tughra and the seal 
came the text of the document. 
On lhe reverse, entries were made 
by the state office regarding the 
checking of the farman and the 
date of affixing the seal. 

The Muslim contribution to 
the art of book production is 
unprecedented. In the last cen- 
turies of the first millennium, 
Arabic became the vehicle for 
research work in science 
especially in medicine, optics, 
astronomy, astrology, alchemy, 
geography, botany, math- 
ematics, as well as in philosophy, 
history, ethics, literature, music, 
jurisprudence, grammar, poetry 
and lixicography. It was chiefly 
from Muslim Spain that Muslim 
culture, with its broad humanity 
and its emphasis on the inductive 
method, advanced to penetrate 
into the Christian world of the 
early Middle Agra to produce the 
modern civilisation of Europe.

CHICAGO, July 1 1,(UPJ): Julio 
Franco, batting after the longest 
ram delay in All-Star history, 
.doubled home two runs in the 
seventh inning and the American 
League registered a record- 
breaking pitching performance 
last night for a 2-0 victory, over 
the National League. 


Franco, hit Rob Dibble's 
night for a 2-0 pitch into the 
right-centre field gap. giving the 
AL its first three-game winning 
streak since the Truman admin- 
istration and its first shutout in 
44 years. 

The crowd of 39.071 watched 
the AL allow just two hits to win 


its third game in as many tries at 
Wrigley field. 

No one had scored at 14:55 
GMT. when home plate umpire 
Ed Montague called time with 
runners on first and third and 
none out in Lhe seventh. 

One hour and eight minutes 
later. Dibble replaced loser Jeff

Brantley and got two strikes on 
Franco. But the next pitch gave 
Brent Saberhageo victory - and 
made Oakland skipper Toly la 
Russa the first AL manager since 
Casey Stengel to pilot two 
' straight All-Siar wins. 

The American League used six 
pitchers to handcuff Die NL and 
break the previous low-hit game 
of three hits, established four 
times. Dennis Eckersley worked 
the ninth to notch his second All- 
Star save. 

Franco, of the Texas Rangers, 
playing in his second All-Star 
game, was named Most Valuable 
Player. 

After two decades as a punch- 
ing bag. the AL has taken four of 
the last five, though it still units 
the series 37-23-1. 

Only a first-innings single by 
San Francisco's Will Clark and a 
ninth-inning single by Lenny 
Dykslra spared the NL the first 
no-hitter in All-Star history. As it 
was, the NL set a record for 
fewest hits, and extended its 
recent futility. 

Rain delayed the game for 17 
minutes at the start, making it the 
fourth All-Star matchup affected 
by precipitation. 

In 1952 at Philadelphia's Shi be 
Park, rain delayed the game 20 
minutes at the start, then ended it 
after five innings with the 


National League ahead 3-2. The 
second gsune in 1961 was called 
after nine innings, resulting in a 
1-1 tie. Rain postponed the 1969 
game in Washington, requiring it 
to be played the next day. 

Sandy Alomar Jr opened the 
seventh' with an infield hit on 
which he slid into first base. With 
Alomar moving on a full count. 
Lanoe Parrish lined a single to 
righL-centre, putting runners on 
first and third. 

Then came the delay. Bran- 
tley's side stiffened, bringing in 
Dibble. After Franco's hit, the 
NL produced its only highlight 
of the game. With one out, Jose 
Canseco flied to right, where 
Darryl Sira berry caught Lhe ball 
and fired home to nail Franco. 

AL pitchers have now allowed 
the NL just 29 hits in the last five 
All-Star games. The NL has 
scored in just five of the last 49 
innings. 

Last night marked the second 
time rain spoiled a showcase 
event under the Wrigley Field 
lights. On Aug 8, 1988, thunder- 
storms rained out the first night 
game ever played there. 

Not since 1946-49 had the AL 
taken as many as three straight 
matchups, and not since Stengel 
accomplished the feat in 1957-58 
had any AL skipper won two 
straight.

“They already say 1 own the

Douglas and Johnson have 
sued King in federal court in 
Nevada, contending he breached 
their promotional contract by 
trying to get the result reversed.

King said that at the end of the 
eighth round, he went to ringside 
and complained to Jose 
Sulaiman. president of the 
World Boxing Council, Gilberto 
Mendoza, president of the 
World Boxing Association, and 
Japanese boxing officials. “The 
fight should be over. That was a 
long count. The referee pan- 
icked." _ L 

Asked if he thought the fight 
should have been slopped. King 
said. “no. You can’t stop the 
fight. You have to bring an error 
to the officials* attention because 
your reputation is on the line. 

“If the officials admonish the 
referee and call it to his attention, 
he won't doit again. At that stage 
of the game — it was the eighth 
round — nobody knew which 
way the fight was going to go." 

King said he always recogn- . 
ised Douglas as the champion 
but simply w’as trying to get a 
rematch for Tyson. 

"I never filed a formal 
protest," the promoter said. “1 
was happy the Japan Boxing 
Commission had protested the 
fight." .... 

Asked why. King replied that 
Tie fell controversy would help 
bring about a rematch. 

“If you just have a rematch 
because of a knockout, people 
are going to say Mike Tyson 
threw the fight which they were 
doing anyway.

Barnett, who had hit 1 09 in the first innings, 
slammed 15 boundaries in an unbeaten 90 
after Lancashire had declared at 274 for eight. 

The match was drawn, leaving Derbyshire 
third in lhe table. 

Surrey's Pakistani bowler Waqar Your us 
returned match figures of 1 1 for 128 as War- 
wickshire, hoping for victory to send them to 
the top of the table, were sent crashing by 1 68 
runs at the Oval. 

Warwickshire were left 90 overs in which to 
score 363 — a challenge that proved beyond 
them after Youn us. grabbed three wickets for 
23, in. seven overs.

The Seattle event, running 
from July 20 to August 5, Will 
bring together 2,500 athletes 
from 50 countries, including 
700 from the Soviet Union.

Hadlee quits with relief 


LON DON, July I U Reuter): Sir 
Richard Hadlee, the first crick- 
eter to be knighted during his 
playing career, left the inter- 
national arena yesterday with 
relief rather than sorrow. 

“I can finally say I don’t want 
to be pan of it." Hadlee said in a 
telephone interview. “The liming 
is absolutely perfect." 

The New Zealander, who has 
taken moreTcsi wickets than any 
other bowler, signed off in style 
with five wickets in England's 
second innings in the third Test 
on Monday, including a wicket 
with his final delivery in inter- 
national cricket. 

Hadlee had to be persuaded to 
tour England one last lime by a 
number of people, including 
wicketkeeper lan Smith and his 
father Walter. 

He finally agreed to make a 
farewell trip to the country where 
■in 10 years with Nottingham- 
shire he developed into the 
world's finest bowler. But he was 
adamant that this would be his 
final fling in Test cricket. 

“There was nothing more for 
me to achieve," he said. "I've 
done everything I wanted to do." 

This year the New Zealander 
became the first bowler to cap- 
ture 400 Test wickets, his final 
target in a 1 7-year Test career. 

Target 

He bows out with 431 wickets 
in 86 Tests, a fulfilled man in the 
game he made his life.. 

By taking., five wickets in 
•England's aemrfw ri^ i M M n g»,» 
Hadlee achieved another' target 
he wanted. 

“I knew 1 needed at least four, 
not only for the team's sake but 
also to average five a Test 
throughout my career." he said 
after his five for 58 had given him 
his 36th haul of five wickets or 
more in an innings. 

“I was able to do that and get a 
little bonus, and apart from get- 
ting all 10 I cannot Lhink of a 
better way to finish. Getting a 
wicket with my final ball in first 
class cricket was fairytale stuff." 

But his dream exodus from the 
game, of hitting the winning run 
against England, failed to 
materialise as he was bowled by 
Devon Malcolm for 13 ana 
England won by 1 14 runs. 

Of his record wicket-taking 
tally, Hadlee said: “Everything 
after 400 was a bonus. I still feel 
competitive and still feel 1 can get 
results. 

"But it’s not so much the play- 
ing but the preparation and 
repetition of things I’ve got to do 
to get on the field. 1 find practice, 
while necessary, boring. ’ 

No player ever prepared more 
meticulously than Hadlee. 

In 1984 he decided he was 
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Richard Hadlee 

going to become the first crick- 
eter for 1 7 years to complete the 
double of 1,000 runs and 100 
wickets in an English county 
season. 

Typically, he planned his 
assault with the precision of a 
military campaign, writing down 
12 targets in all. 

The double achieved. Hadlee 
played the leading role in a gol- 
den period for New Zealand 
cricket. 

New Zealand, for so long the 
country cousins on the inter- 
national circuit, recorded series 
wins at home and away over both 
England and Australia. 

Confidence, according to 
Hadlee, was the key to a decade 
of success in which New 
Zealand’s record was second 
only to the might)' West Indies. 

“This came initially from the 
people playing countv cricket — 
(George) Howartn, (John) 
Parker, (Glenn) Turner and 
myself," he said. e 


No one who watched Hadlee 
in his early years could have 
dreamed he would develop into 
perhaps the fines l-evcr exponent 
of seam and swing. 

His talent was undeniable, 
with a fine, high action and gen- 
uine pace, but his direction was 
often wayward and he was left 
out of the Tes. side us often as he 
was included. 

He came of age as a Test crick- 
eter against Australia in 1977. 
when nisfealswiihbuiandballai 
Auckland's Eden Park sparked 
the chant of “Had-lee. Had-lee" 
which was to become a feature of 
the New Zealand summer. 

Then in 1980 he decided to 
used his shortened Sunday 
League run-up in all matches, a 
crucial decision which significan- 
tly lengthened his cricketing life. 

How did he account for his 
steady improvement as a bowler 
throughout the 1980s? 

“Technique and fitness." 
Hadlee said. “In the early days I 
didn't know how to train. My 
performances were accordingly 
inconsistent. 

“Once the training changed, 
so did the performances." 

To the end, Hadlee retained 
his sinewy athleticism and per- 
fect side-on action. 

His bowling on Monday as 
England succumbed in their 
second innings was a textbook 
illustration of medium-fast 
bowling. 

Variations 

Hr nraderthe feill dart away 
late in the air, cut back sharply 
off the pilch and his variations of 
pace were masterly. 

He showed a startled Chris 
Lewis he could still bowl a nasty 
bouncer and his length was, as 
always, immaculate. 

Hadlee also collected more 
than 3.000 Test runs, including 
two centuries, and at his best 
there was no more clean and dan- 
gerous striker of the ball. 

He said he had no real regrets 
about not concentrating on his 
baiting earlier in his career. 

"Not especially. My job 
initially was as a bowler. Cer- 
tainly over the last 10 years I've 
been much more consistent." 

Hadlee will make a clean break 
with the game when he returns 
home, apart from the occasional 
charity match. 

“Eventually I’d like to get 
back into the game, there are all 
sorts of options such as man- 
agement, public relationsand the 
media." 

Lean, mean and mousta- 
chioed, Hadlee leaves behind the 
abiding memory of a magnificent 
cricketer, an unrelenting oppon- 
ent who maintained the game’s 
highest standards.

Burrell defeats Christie again 

Jackson unhappy with form in 1 10m hurdles

NICE, France, July 1 1, (Reuter): 
Leroy Burrell handed Olympic 
silver medallist Linford Christie 
a second consecutive 100 metres 
defeat yesterday in the event the 
Briton had hoped to dominate 
this year. 

Christie. 30, has set his heart 
this season on becoming the 
undisputed world number one 
before age begins to catch up on 

him 

But he fell victim to the heir- 
apparent to Carl Lewis at the 
Nice Grand Prix athletics meet- 
ing just eight days after losing to 
the 23-year-old American in 
Stockholm. 

The powerfully-built Burrell 
made the better start against a 
bead wind of 1.10 metres a 
second and maintained his form 
to win in 10.21. 

Christie, who could make little 
impression during the latter 
stages of the race, was second in 
10.29. 

“Burrell is running better than 
last year," Christie said. “Each 
time we run it's close but right 
now he's winning. It ticks me 
off." 

Burrell said be had been 
caught offguard a little because 
the crowd had started applaud- 


ing the pole vault. 

“I would have run faster if 1 
had been confident in my 
blocks," he said. 

The women's 200 featured a 
splendid performance by 
Jamaica's Merlene Ottey, 
unbeaten so. far this year, who 
clocked a personal best 21.80 
into the wind. 

Ottey. who said she could have 
run 2 i .7 or 2 1 .6 on a still day . told 
reporters: “It was my plan to take 
the lead on the curve with about 
80 metres to go... I expected logo 
fast because I'm in good shape.” 

Ottey said she thought the 
world 100 metres record was 
beyond her. 

But she said she had a chance 
of -beating Florence Griffth 
Joyner's 200 mark of 21.34 
seconds at the high altitude of 
Sestriere in Italy next month. 

“U is possible because of the 
altitude and because the wind is 
always behind us,” she said. 

Olympic champion Julius 
Kariuki made no race of the 
3,000 metres steeplechase, sprin- 
ting to the lead at the bell and 
holding on to win in eight min- 
utes 13.28 seconds, ahead of 
fellow- Kenyan and world record 
holder Peter Koech. 


In another race dominated by 
the Kenyans, Nixon Kiprotich 
dealt a second defeat this year to 
his team mate and Olympic 800 
champion Paul Ereng. 

Britain's Olympic silver 
medallist and Commonwealth 
champion Colin Jackson won. 
the men's 110 metres hurdles 
easily but was far from happy 
with his form. 

Jackson clocked 13.39 seconds 
against a head wind of 1 .6 metres 
a second to beat compatriot 
Tony Jarre tt into second place. 

He told reporters later he had 
been slow out of the blocks 
because he thought third-placed 
Frenchman Philippe Touret had 
beaten the gun. 

Jackson said that although he 
had recovered from a hip injury 
suffered in a fall against Olympic 
champion Roger Kingdom three 
weeks ago, he was not happy 
with either his leg speed or his 
technique. 

“I lost a lot of hurdling 
rhythm,” he said. “My lead leg is 
not working with my trailing teg. 
They are going independently. 

“I won't be flying until Zurich, 
that’s my last meeting before the 
European Championships." 


Lift ban on 
Liverpool: 
Juventus 


TURIN, Italy, July 1 1, (Reuter): 
Italian UEFA Cup champions 
Juventus yesterday welcomed 
the lifting of a ban on English 
soccer dubs competing in 
Europe — but said Liverpool 
should also be allowed back. 

“We've always been in favour 
of the English teams playing in 
Europe. We'd hoped Liverpool 
would start playing soon too. 
The World Cup showed that the 
English team behaved very 
well,” said Juventus spokesman 
Piero Bianco. 

English clubs were barred 
from Europe in 1985 after a riot 
.at the Juventus- Liverpool 
European Cup final in Brussels 
in which 39 people were killed, 
most of them Juventus Tans. 

Bianco said: “We’ve got 
excellent relations with Liver- 
pool. In the past few years we’ve 
waged a solidarity campaign so 
that the English teams can play in 
Europe.” 

The lifting of the ban was also 
welcomed in Britain, where team 
managers said a return to 
European competition would 
help improve the quality of the 
English game. 

In France, former UEFA 
president Jacques Georges said 
Liverpool could make a quick 
return to Europe if other English 
clubs and their supporters 
behaved. 

“The Brussels incidents 
obliged us to take tough 
measures. Well, five years on the 
touchline is very tough,” Geor- 
ges told French radio. 

Arsene Wenger, manager of 
Monaco, said: “I am very happy 
because you can’t really have 
European cups without the Engl- 
ish. They guarantee a good spec- 
tacle and fair play.” 

The Belgian manager of Bor- 
deaux, Raymond Goethals, said: 
“It’s very good news for sport 
and for the players. But let's nope 
it won’t be necessai / for the 
security ^forces to mobilise an 
entire town before a malch.” 

■ Belgium plans to lift a ban on 
British soccer teams introduced 
after the 198S Heysel disaster, a 
government aide said yesterday. 

Chris van Lembergen. adviser 
on soccer hooliganism and 
public order, said Interior Mini- 
ster Louis Tobback was to ask 
his government colleagues to 
scrap the ban.

Cup. 

The ban on English clubs com- 
peting in Europe ended uncon- 
ditionally yesterday with the full 
approval of the British govern- 
ment and the European Football 
Union (UEFA). 

Spanish champions Real 
Madrid begin their challenge for 
the European Cup against 
Odense of Denmark, hoping 
British manager John Toshack 
ca n fulfil their obsessive q uest for 
the trophy they last won 24 years 
ago. 

Real, six-times winners of the 
most prestigious European Tro- 
phy. went out in the second 
round last season to Italians AC 
Milan, winners for the last two 
seasons, who have a bye into the 
second round. 

Inspire 

Italy's second representative 
in the C up. Napoli, who are hop- 
ing Diego Maradona can inspire 
them to further glory this season, 
are drawn ugainsl Ujpesli Dozsa 
ofHungary. 

Marseille, whose bid to 
become the first French club to 
win the European Cup floun- 
dered in the semifinals last 
season against Benfica of Por-

Bayern Munich, beaten by AC

Ivanchuk went through some anxious moments before draw- 
ing .with the aggressive Hungarian Gyula Sax in 31 moves of a 
Ruy Lopez. 

Black-playing Anand, a 21-year-old economics student from 
Madras, defeatai Anthony Miles of the United States in 40 
moves of an old Indian defence and joined eight other players in a 
tie for fourth to 12th places at seven points. 

Anand won a pawn in the middle game and expltiited a series of 
weak moves by Miles to score a rousing victory, using only a little 
over an hour of his clock. At the end, the black pieces had total 
command of the board. 

“I really did not expect to do well. I did not have any great 
expectations. But there are still two rounds left,” Anand told 
reporters. • .
